• Screening of the applications 
already received would have 
started, Vella said today, had 
he not received a telephone call 
July 27 from Francelle Warner, 
clerk to the Marin board, tell­ 
ing him to “stop everything.” 
Vella, chairman of the Sono­ 
ma County Board of Supervi­ 
sors, is chairman of a five- 
member unpaid screening com­ 
mittee appointed to assist the 
Marin board in finding a suc­ 
cessor to County Administrator 
Alan Bruce. 


MASTER PLAN 


The selection process might 
be well on its way, he suggest­ 
ed. if all five Marin supervisors 
had not unexpectedly appeared 
at a dinner meeting of the com­ 
mittee on July 8 at the Alta 
Mira Hotel in Sausalito. 
That was the unannounced 
meeting of the Marin County 
board for which it subsequently 
was roundly castigated. 
It was not supposed to be a 
meeting of the Marin supervi­ 
sors at all, said Vella. It had 
been called as a meeting of the 
screening committee “so we 
could get together and discuss 
our modus operandi.” 
Vella and his four committee 
members “ were flabbergasted” 
when all five Marin supervisors 
showed up. he said. “They just 
horned in on our meeting. Fi­ 
nally, I told them plainly they 
were not wanted.” 
Before the Marin supervisors 
left, however, they had agreed 
that the committee could hire a 
consultant to draw up specifica­ 
tions for the job, advertise it, 
and participate in the initial 
screening, Vella related.

Urgency Cited 
On Environment

of four articles.) 
Marin County is a very spe­ 
cial place to live, the new pre­ 
liminary 
countywide 
master 
plan says. 
But the plan, released last 
week, cautions that Marin is 
becoming a little less special, 
day by day, and r a i s e s the 
question of what Marin resi- 
d e n t s want to do about the 
cause of the slippage: environ­ 
mental erosion. 
That theme is stressed in the 
plan’s title, drawn from a poem 
by Marin Citizen Lew Elch, 
“Can the Last Place L ast?” 
The plan is a 144-page, lavish­ 
ly illustrated volume published 
by the Marun County Planning 
Department 
and 
the 
City- 
County Planning Council. It 
was Financed largely under a 
federal planning grant. 


In months ahead, the plan's 
creators will discuss it with 
as broad a spectrum of Marin 
residents 
as possible. The 
plan will be exposed to criti­ 
cism from local government­ 
al 
agencies, 
homeowner 
groups, service clubs, land­ 
owner organizations and any 
other gathering of Marinites 
that wants to hear about it. 
Then it will be reviewed and 
amended early in 1972 by the 
City-County Planning Council, 
the county planning commis­ 
sion and the board of supervi­ 
sors. 
Eventually, some version of 
the preliminary plan may be 
adopted as Marin County’s first 
overall approach to the future. 
Sol Silver, principal planner 
in the county planning depart­ 
ment and one of the countywide 


group left did the committee 
agree — unanimously, said Vel­ 
la — that Griffenhagen-Kroeger 
Inc. of San Francisco was the 
best qualified California firm to 
do this part of the job.

Four ambassadors announced 
today they have drawn up an 
agreement on the future of Ber-

Before the formal announce­ 
ment diplomatic sources said 
the agreement contained Rus­ 
sian concessions which would 
strengthen the isolated city 110 
miles inside East Germany. 
Russian Ambassador Pyotr 
A. Abrassimov heralded the 
agreement by emerging from 
the final Big Four meeting and 
announcing “everything is per­ 
fect.” 
Western diplomatic sources 
said the Russians would accept 
responsibility 
for 
unimpeded 
access to West Berlin, favored 
opening the Berlin Wall for 
West Berliners and recognized 
the ties that bind West Berlin to

There

Mortgage interest rates have 
been climbing during the sum­ 
mer. The National Association 
of Home Builders said rates 
averaged 7.74 per cent in July, 
an increase from 7.53 per cent 
in June. 
There has been severe criti­ 
cism from Democrats and un­ 
ion leaders of the failure of the 
administration to take decisive 
action agamst interest rates- 
and profits while it was freez­ 
ing wages and prices. They 
charged this was unfair to the 
working man and the consum­ 
er.

Jackson's Last Visitor Is 
Sought For Questioning 


Marin officials today sought 
the grandson of a former U.S. 
senator who was the last person 
to visit Soledad Brother George 
Jackson before the prisoner set 
off a bloodbath in which he and 
five others died at San Quentin 
Saturday. 


They want to find out how 
Jackson got the revolver he 
pulled from his hair when being 
returned to his cell in the pris­ 
on's adjustment center. 
No warrant has been issued 
for Stephen Mitchell Bingham, 
29-year-old East Bay lawyer, 
but Dist. Atty. Bruce B. Bales 
said today the attorney is want­ 
ed for questioning. 
Bingham is the grandson of 
the late Hiram Bingham, who 
served both as governor of Con­ 
necticut and as a U.S. Senator. 
He is the son of Alfred Bingh­ 
am of Salem, Conn., and neph­ 
ew of J o n a t h a n Bingham, 
Democratic congressman from 
New York City. 
Bingham, who worked until 
about a year ago with a neigh­ 
borhood legal assistance group 
in Berkeley and has long been a 
champion of black causes, visit­ 
ed Jackson at the prison a few 
minutes before Jackson touched 
off the reign of terror. 
“ We know he (Jackson) was 
clean when he entered the visit­ 
ing room — he underwent a 
‘skin search’ — and that on 
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leaving, he was not out of the 
sight of his guards,” prison offi­ 
cials said. 
Bingham, a graduate of Boalt 
Hall, University of California’s 
law school at Berkeley, had 
been interested in black causes 
since his undergraduate days at 
Yale University, according to 
friends. 
In the fall of 1963, Bingham 
was twice arrested on misde­ 
meanor charges in Mississippi 
while working on behalf of Aar­ 
on Henry, a black man defeated 
in a bid for the governorship of 
the southern state. 
Once he was accused of dis­ 
tributing pamphlets without a 
license and in the second inst- 


ance, of loitering on a public 
street. 
When he*was interviewed af­ 
ter the two arrests, Bingham 
strongly criticized the Missis­ 
sippi police. 
In 1964 the late Dr. Martin 
Luther King named Binghan as 
his Connecticut and Massachu­ 
setts coordinator for the Missis­ 
sippi Summer Project in which 
the Freedom School, to educate 
and register black voters, was 
established. 
During the past year he has 
reportedly 
been 
associated 
with an East Bay law firm but 
callers at his Oakland home 
last night were told that his 
whereabouts was not known. 


Ky Will Not Run; 
Crisis In Saigon 


SAIGON (UPD—U.S. Ambas­ 
sador Ellsworth Bunker held 
urgent 
talks 
with 
President 
Nguyen Van Thieu in the heavi­ 
ly-guarded presidential palace 
Monday night to seek a way out 
of the worst political crisis to 
threaten South Vietnam since 
the 1966 Buddhist uprisings. 
Hanoi Radio reacted with un­ 
usual speed to Vice President 
Nguyen Cao Ky’s decision ear-' 


lier in the day not to run in the 
October 3 presidential elections, 
leaving Thieu alone in the race. 
The North Vietnamese radio 
called it “ another failure for 
the Americans and President 
Thieu in their arrangem ents for 
this election farce." 


In refusing to be a candidate, 
Ky suggested he and Thieu re-

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Story Of Prison's 
'Blackest Hour' 
Is Put Together 


San Quentin officials today pieced together 
the story of the execution-style slaying and tor­ 
turing of correctional officers in an outburst of 
violence which left three guards and three prison­ 
ers, including Soledad Brother George Jackson, 
dead. 
Associate Warden James W. L. Park also 
confirmed that an East Bay attorney, Stephen 
Mitchell Bingham, 29, was Jackson’s last visitor 
before Jackson precipitated the bloodbath by 
pulling a gun out of his hair. (See other stories 
and pictures, pages 6, 7, 8 and 9.) 
Bingham is being sought for 
.. 
questioning. 


Park said that “it is quite 
possible” that the 9-mm. re­ 
volver with which Jackson was 
armed was smuggled into the 
prison in a tape recorder. (Until 
Saturday lawyers had been al­ 
lowed to bring tape recorders 
into San Quentin.) 
Jackson died after he was 
felled by either one or both of 
two shots fired by guards as he 
came out of the prison’s adjust­ 
ment center. Park said. 
The guards, and the other two 
dead prisoners were killed in­ 
side the cell block by inmates. 
The slain guards were Sgt. 
Jere Graham, 39, who died 
from a bullet wound or throat 
slitting, and correctional offi­ 
cers Frank P. DeLeon, 44, and 
Paul Krasenes, 52, who had 
their throats slit. 
Inmates killed by fellow pris­ 
oners were John T. Lynn, 29, 
from Ventura County, serving a 
term for second degree m urder 
and first degree robbery, and 
Ronald L. Kane, 28, from Fres­ 
no County, under sentence for 
escape with force. 
Three other g u a r d s w'ere 
slashed by prisoners during the 
melee. Charles Breckenridge,

23, of Petaluma, remained in 
critical condition today at Ma­ 
rin General Hospital. 
K e n n e t h McCray. 39. of 
Napa, was reported in fair con­ 
dition, and Urbano Rubiaco. 24. 
of San Quentin, was released 
from the hospital Saturday af­ 
ter 100 stitches were taken on 
his throat. 
Park, who called the break­ 
out, the “ blackest day in San 
Quentin history,” today gave 
the first official account of what 
happened during the bloody af­ 
ternoon. 
He said that at about 2:35 
p.m. Jackson returned to the 
adjustm ent center after a visit 
with Bingham, who had been to 
the prison to see the convict on 
several other occasions. 


Officer DeLeon, who was es­ 
corting 
Jackson, 
apparently 
discovered the gun in Jackson’s 
hair as he searched him, Park 
said, but the convict got the 
drop on the officer as well as 
other unnamed officers in the 
room. 


“ We believe that the discov­ 
ery of the gun caused Jackson 
to take prem ature action and 
prevented him from carrying 
out plans he had made,” Park 
said. 


He added that it is not known 
yet whether Jackson wore a 
wig or whether the gun was 
buried in his own hair. 
( After the violence, all prison­ 
ers with long hair quickly were 
given haircuts. Park added.) 
As soon as Jackson got the 
drop on the officers he trig­ 
gered a device which unlocked 
cells on the first floor of the 
adjustment center, releasing at 
least 25 prisoners plus the two 
block workers, Lynn and Kane, 
Park said. 
(Among 
the 
prisoners 
re­ 
leased were Ruchell Magee and 
Jackson's fellow Soledad broth­ 
ers, Fleeta Drumgo and John 
Cluchette. 
(Which inmates were respon­ 
sible for various actions was 
still unknown but the Independ- 
ent-Journal was told that De­ 
Leon was strangled with a 
radio cord and that several of 
the o t h e r s died when their 
throats were slashed with a ra ­ 
zor blade.) 
Park said that he thought De­ 
Leon and Krasenes as well as 
inmates Lynn and Kane were 
killed 
sometime 
before 2:50 
p.m. and that their bodies along

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Campbell Recalls 
Soup; Botulism? 


CAMDEN. N.J. (VPD—Fed­ 
eral authorities beean checking 
"thoroughly" today to find out 
how many cans of contaminat­ 
ed 
chicken 
vegetable 
broth 
were shipped without detection 
from the Campbell Soup Co. 
plant at P a r i s , Tex., to 16 
states. 
Officials at Campbell head­ 
quarters 
here recalled 
4,799 
cases of the soup—230.352 cans 
—after company chemists dis­ 
covered Sunday that the prod­ 
uct 
was 
contaminated 
by 
botulism, a 
sometimes fatal 
toxic that attacks the nervous 
system . 
William Parker, director of 
Campbell’s information serv­ 
ices, said the company had "as­ 
certained the whereabout of 
2.768 cases' 
by late Sunday 
night, leaving 2,031 cases still 
unaccounted for. 
It was the nation's second 
major discovery of soup con­ 
tamination by botulism in as 
many months. Bon Vivant Co. 
of Newark, N.J., reported the 
first in vichyssoise, a cold pota- 


to soup, and subsequently de­ 
clared itself bankrupt. 


Kennth M. Clair, Campbell’s 
vice president for public rela­ 
tions, said the cans of contami­ 
nated soup, bearing the code 
number ‘J07.pl3,701x.’' shipped 
from the company’s Paris plant 
to Alabama. Arkansas. Colora­ 
do. Florida, Georgia. Kansas, 
Kentucky, Louisiana. Nebras­ 
ka. New Mexico. Mississippi. 
Missouri, Oklahoma. Tennes­ 
see. Texas and Wyoming. 


G air said the contaminated 
product was processed July 15, 
but that Campbell was recall­ 
ing all of the chicken vegetable 
soup packed at its Paris plant 
"as an extra safety factor.” 
Unlike the botulism contami­ 
nation of Bon Vivant products, 
Parker 
reported 
"there 
has 
been no illness and there is not 
likely to be any illness” as a 
result of the Campbell contami­ 
nation. Parker said most con­ 
sumers would be repelled by 
"the foul odor" of the contami­ 
nated products. 


U.S. Ships, Jets 
Pound Neutral Zone

A U.S. spokesman said the 
targets were rocket-firing posi­ 
tions. troop concentrations and 
artillery sites in the southern 
portion of the supposedly neu­ 
tral buffer zone between North 
and South Vietnam. 
South Vietnamese spokesmen 
reported government infantry 
troops found the bodies of 76 
Communist troops today near 
Fire Base Fuller and about five 
miles south of the DMZ in an 
area that had been hit by B52 
bombers. 
A Communist platoon killed 
two Americans and wounded 
four Sunday in an attack on a 
U.S. armored unit providing se­ 
curity for South Vietnamese 
troops at a jungle clearing 32 
miles northwest of Saigon, mili­ 
tary spokesmen said. 
The spokesmen said it was 
the first ground attack in the 
area in Tay Ninh province 
since mid-July. They said heli­ 
copter gunships hit the Commu­ 
nist positions and at least seven 
of the attackers were slain. 
South Vietnamese spokesmen 
reported 18 rounds of 82mm 
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m o r t a r fire hit the govern­ 
ment’s outpost A-2 below the 
DMZ S u n d a y night and 15 
rounds of 120mm mortar fire 
struck Fire Base Fuller, to the 
south. They said there were no 
government casualties. 
* U.S. war planes made the 
50th and 51st "protective reac­ 
tion" strikes of the year into 
North Vietnam Sunday against 
antiaircraft guns and missile 
sites 
that 
threatened 
them 
while they were attacking Com­ 
munist truck traffic along the 
Ho Chi Minh Trail in Laos, the 
U.S. command said. Results of 
the strikes were unknown. 
The Cambodian high com­ 
mand in P h n o m Penh said 
Cambodian troops called in al­ 
lied air strikes on a battalion of 
Communists 53 miles north of 
the capital Sunday, killing an 
estimated 60 of the Commu­ 
nists.

draft board and an Army intel­ 
ligence unit. 
FBI Director J. Edgar Hoo­ 
ver said the eight arrested in 
the Camden Selective Service 
office carried binoculars, radio 
receivers, pry bars and flash­ 
lights with lenses taped so as to 
emit only a thin beam of light. 
Government 
charges 
de­ 
scribed elaborate preparations 
for the Camden raid, including 
time trials to gauge how long 
the operation would last, the 
clocking of police patrols, traf­ 
fic surveys, reconnaissance of 
draft board security systems 
and an elaborate code for use 
on the transceivers. 
The Camden raiders were 
held on a total of $600.000 bond 
following 
their 
arraignment 
Sunday, while the Buffalo sus­ 
pects were held under a total of 
$115,000 bond pending a prelim­ 
inary hearing Aug. 31.

Catonsville,

Grady was

Fordi, a Jesuit from Wood- 
stock college, acted as spokes­ 
man last year for an anti-war 
group called the East Coast 
Conspiracy to save lives, which 
said it destroyed draft records 
in Philadelphia and General 
Electric Co. lobbying files in 
Washington in February, 1970. 
Good has worked for the Har­ 
risburg Eight Defense Commit­ 
tee in New York.

WASHINGTON (UPI) -State 
political leaders at scattered 
points in the country are wor­ 
ried about signs that voters are 
losing faith in the capacity of 
American government to gov­ 
ern. 
These sounds of alarm rose 
from more than a dozen states 
in a UPI s u r v e y of party 
spokesmen who were asked 
what issues were most bother­ 
ing people a year before the 
1972 national political conven­ 
tions. 
' Some of the comments car­ 
ried a partisan flavor. They 
raised a “ confidence” issue 
against President Nixon just as 
the 
“ credibility” issue 
was 
raised against his predecessor, 
Lyndon B. Johnson; or they 
blamed 
the 
Democratic-con- 
trolled Congress for inaction on 
parts of the Nixon program. 
But some of the remarks indi­ 
cated a deep concern that the 
American people do not trust, 
public and party officeholders 
to listen to the voters at all 
levels of government. 
“ This apparent lack of con­ 
fidence in the country is kind of 
disturbing to me,” said Repub­ 
lican Gov. Tom McCall of Ore­ 
gon. 
Mrs. Caroline Wilkins, Ore­ 
gon Democratic chairman, said 
“ the people are just milling 
a r o u n d with a great deal of 
dissatisfaction” and have no 
confidence in “ what public offi­ 
cials say or what they read in 
newspapers.” 
Her Oregon Republican coun­ 
terpart, Floyd Hart, said people 
are t a l k i n g most about the 
economy but that the credibility 
of government and of candi­ 
dates is their next concern. 
Glenn English, administra­ 
tive assistant to the Oklahoma 
Democratic party, said there is 
a lack of confidence in the abili­ 
ty of public officials to cope 
with problems and a doubt that 
the problems can be solved or 
even managed. The American 
people, he said, lack a sense of 
purpose.

The dollar was lower than 
previous official exchange rates 
on most European money mar­ 
kets today as they opened for 
the first time in a week, but the 
drop was not nearly as much as- 
the United States had hoped. 
The greatest dip in the dol­ 
lar’s value was in West Ger­ 
many where the effective drop 
in value of the dollar compared 
to old exchange rates was 6.4 
per cent. The decrease in Brit­ 
ain was about 1.7 per cent and 1 
per cent in France as compared 
to the old exchange rate. The 
dollar also dropped some in 
other European nations. 
The United States wants the 
value of the dollar to sink on 
world markets so that Ameri­ 
can exports will cost less in 
foreign countries and foreign 
imports will cost more in the 
United States. 
Criticism continued of Nix­ 
on's domestic policies—mainly 
of the 90-day freeze on wages, 
prices and rents. But Assistant 
Labor Secretary’ W. J. Usery 
Jr. predicted that rank and file 
union workers would go along 
with the freeze because they 
feared 
inflation and foreign 
competition.

Nader had said GM at­ 
tempted to put its 1972 models 
on sale ahead of time at higher 
prices.

Meanwhile, Texas Gov. Pres­ 
ton Smith continued to fight the 
freeze so far as it affected pay 
increases scheduled for Texas 
state employes and teachers on 
Sept. 1. 


The government plans to go 
to court to try to stop Smith and 
Smith said he would comply 
with whatever court order was 
banded down.

2. To transform Marin from a 
commuters’ bedroom commu­ 
nity to an area with more di- 
v e r s i f i e d economy, more 
hometown jobs and a greater 
variety of housing, and, 
3. To improve the natural and 
man-made environments in Ma­ 
rin through establishing bal- 
a n c e d s y s t e m s o f 
transportation, land use and 
open space. 
The preliminary’ plan pro­ 
poses to divide Marin, into 
three parts: 
The ’’Eastern Urbanized Cor- 
r i d o r ” — Along the entire 
length of Highway 101, Marin 
would become increasingly ur­ 
banized 
the 
plan 
envisions. 
Greenbelts would be sought 
among the 11 cities to preserve 
their individual characters, and 
attempts would be made to pre­ 
serve p u b l i c access to the 
shores of San Francisco Bay. 
The "Coastal Recreation Cor­ 
ridor” — The planners urge 
that federal, state and local 
governments preserve nearly 
all West Marin land, lagoons 
and beaches for scenic, envi­ 
ronmental and recreational en­ 
joyment. 
Any 
development 
would be mostly tourist orient­ 
ed. The plan proposes building 
a national parkway road from 
the Golden Gate Bridge north­ 
westward to serve the coastal 
copen spaces. 
The "Inland Rural Corridor” 
— Historic farm, ranch and 
timbering lands between the 
coastal and eastern corridors 
should be preserved practically 
as they are, the plan suggests. 
Any 
residential development 
should be limited to existing 
villages. 
In discussing the countywide 
plan, Silver pointed out that 
“the historical process of devel­ 
opment has led to the loss of 
environmental qualities day by 
day.” The plan ‘‘suggests that 
the whole process of develop­ 
ment be reviewed,” he said. 
He asked, “Are Marin’s citi­ 
zens willing to go on paying a 
high premium for their environ­ 
ment? They have to pay a lot to 
live in Marin. There are few 
jobs here, the necessity to com­ 
mute. high taxes” and other 
penalties, Silber said. 
"The plan is not a g a i n s t 
growth. We just want an under­ 
standing of what growth en- 
t a i l s , * ’ the planner added. 
"We re not ready to say to the 
developers, ‘let it rip,’ either.” 
The preliminary plan notes 
that studies in Palo Alto and 
elsewhere in the Bay Area have 
indicated that new residential 
developments may add a heav­ 
ier tax burden on local jurisdic­ 
tions, rather than improve their 
tax bases. 
"Marin developers are in a 
quandrv,” Silver noted, "they 
don't know what the county 
policy is on development.” 
He said he hoped the county- 
wide plan will a n s w e r that 
question, in the form in which 
the plan finally is adopted.

LA PAZ, Bolivia (U PI)-C ol. 
Hugo Banzer, 
Bolivia’s 
new 
president, 
maintained 
order 
with 
an 
enforced 
state 
of 
emergency today while deposed 
President Juan Rose Torres hid 
out in the Peruvian embassy. 


An official body count in the 
four-day 
revolution 
disclosed 
112 persons were killed, 101 of 
them in the city of La Paz and 
the others in the interior of the 
country. Official reports said 
there were hundreds of wound­ 
ed in La Paz hospitals. 


Banzer, with the backing of 
the arm ed forces and right- 
wing civilian groups including 
the Socialist (falange) party 
and the Nationalist Revolutiona­ 
ry Movement, crushed the last 
arm ed resistance to the coup 
Sunday with the aid of World 
War II P51 Mustang planes and 
armored vehicles. 


Students and w orkers sup­ 
porting Torres’ leftist govern­ 
m ent surrendered in the face of 
overwhelming military force. 
Red Cross officials estimated 
the death toll from four days of 
fighting would be more than 
100. 


Banzer told supporters in a 
brief speech from the balcony 
of the 
presidential 
palace 
Sunday, “I am not a man of 
speeches. I am a man of action 
and will let my actions speak 
for m e.” He swore himself in 
as president and said he would 
not rule as part of a junta. 


Torres, who had seized power 
10 months before in a leftist 
coup, at first vowed to fight to 
the end but gave up Sunday and 
was granted political asylum in 
the Peruvian embassy. 


It was Banzer’s arrest 10 
days ago in Santa Cruz that set 
off the 
demonstrations 
that 
preceded the coup. 


Banzer, 
45, 
had 
returned 
from exile in Argentina, where 
he had fled after failing to 
overthrow Torres in a coup 
attempt last January while he 
was director of the military col­ 
lege in La Paz. 
The military forces, unhappy 
about Torres’ plans for creating 
a new popular army, started 
the armed revolt Thursday. 
The first unit to turn against 
Torres was the ranger battalion 
of Col. Andres Selich, who led 
the forces that killed guerrilla 
leader Ernesto “che” Guevara. 
The military 
garrisons 
in 
Cochabamba and Oruro joined 
the rebellion Friday and the 
following day most of the units 
in the capital also rebelled. 
Banzer, who became Bolivia’s 
58th president in its revolution- 
prone 146-year history, named 
Selich as minister of govern­ 
ment.

HAWTHORNE, Calif. (U P I)- 
Five members of the Charles 
Manson cult were in custody 
today and a sixth was being 
sought 
following 
a 
weekend 
raid on a gun shop which ended 
in a h e a t e d gun battle with 
police. 
Three of the suspects, two of 
them women, were wounded in 
the gunfight Saturday night in 
this Los Angeles suburb. Police 
said more than 100 rounds of 
ammunition were fired in the 
battle. 
Manson, 36, condemned to 
death for the sevenTate-Labian- 
ca murders and now on trial for 
the slayings of two other men, 
said during his first trial he 
was arm ing his cult to prepare 
for a civil war between blacks 
and whites. 
The members of the family 
still free have frequently said 
they would try to liberate Man­ 
son. 
The five s u s p e c t s were 
booked for r o b b e r y and at­ 
tem pted 
murder. 
Police 
an­ 
s w e r e d a silent alarm at a 
surplus store and the suspects 
o p e n e d fire on them, police 
said. Wounded were Catherine 
“ Gypsy” 
Share, 
26; 
Mary 
Brunner. 26, and Lawrence Ed­ 
ward Bailey, 22. Miss Share 
suffered a gunshot wound in her 
left side and back. Miss Brun­ 
ner was wounded on one of her 
hands and Bailey was shot in 
the kneecap. All wrere in custo­ 
dy at USC Medical Center. 
Also arrested were Kenneth 
Como, 31, and Dennis Rice, 29. 
both of whom have figured in 
previous incidents involving the 
“ Manson Fam ily.” Police iden­ 
tified the suspect who escaped 
as Charles Lovett, also a mem­ 
ber of the cult. 
Police gave this version of 
what happened: 
Five of the suspects burst 
into the store near closing time 
and held two customers and a 
woman clerk at gunpoint while 
they began cleaning out the 
store’s stock of guns. The wom­ 
an clerk was bound with tape 
but not before she touched off a 
silent alarm . 
The group loaded 40 weapons, 
all automatic handguns, into a 
white panel truck parked in an 
alley b e h i n d the store and 
stockpiled 68 other guns to car­ 
ry out. 
Officers arrived at the store 
and saw the suspects run to the 
back. Lt. Jim Covis sealed off 
one end of the n a r r o w alley 
with his patrol unit and a fe­ 
male suspect in the truck fired 
at him with a shotgun. The 
other suspects ran out of the 
store firing guns but surren­ 
dered after the three suspects 
were wounded. There were 16 
bullet holes in Covis’s unit and 
the panel truck was riddled 
with gunshot, officers said. 
P o l i c e also said they re­ 
covered $634 dollars stolen from 
the gun shop’s cash register.

The former governor denied 
charges in the report that he 
deliberately deceived California 
voters in 1960 by placing a $2 
b i l l i o n bond issue for the 
project on the ballot when he 
knew the cost would be at least 
$2.8 billion. 
Brown said the bond issue 
was for $1.75 billion. He said 
some of his staff wanted to put 
a $.500 million bond issue on the 
ballot “but we finally put a 
$1.75 billion project on ... Be­ 
cause I wanted people to have 
an idea of the immensity of the 
project.”

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Agnew Not 
Worried By 
Connolly 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew has 
listed two reasons why Treas­ 
ury Secretary John B. Connaily 
is unlikely to replace him as 
President Nixon's riming mate 
next year. 
But Agnew cautioned Sunday 
that Nixon’s choice of “the 
most potent and powerful vice 
president that he can find” is 
still at least six months away. 
Agnew said his relationship 
with Nixon is “ benign.” Sec­ 
ond, he believes the GOP na­ 
tional convention is likely to 
nominate only a Republican for 
the vice presidency. Connaily is 
a registered Democrat. 
“ Realistically, I think many 
things would have to happen 
b e f o r e I would become con­ 
cerned about the possibility of a 
person of the other party re­ 
ceiving the nomination for vice 
president in my party,” he 
said. 
“ There is no competition be­ 
tween Secretary Connaily and 
me in the sense that we are 
trying to elbow each other for 
vice presidential nomina­ 
tion in 1972,” Agnew said. 
He

interviewed 
on 
ABCTV’s Issues and Answers. 
The vice president said it was 
up to Nixon and the party to 
decide whether he had alienat­ 
ed young voters, blacks and 
independents to the point he 
would hurt Nixon’s re-election 
prospects. 
But Agnew said he doubted 
that “ all of the young people 
represent the point of view of 
campus radicals (or) all black 
people represent the point of 
view of some of the more mili­ 
tant black spokesmen.” 
As for New York Mayor John 
V. Lindsay, who switched to the 
Democrats, 
Agnew 
said, 
“ I 
don’t think it hurt the Republi­ 
can Party at all.” He said Lind­ 
say “has aspirations that could 
not be r e a l i z e d within the 
framework of the Republican 
Party.” 
On school busing, Agnew said 
Gov. George Wallace of Ala­ 
bama 
was 
“ misinterpreting 
what the President said” if he 
believes it is right to defy court 
desegregation orders. 
“The President has always 
said he is against busing purely 
to achieve racial balance, and 
particularly where it interferes 
with the neighborhood school 
concept,” Agnew said 
“ He has also always said that 
he will support the Constitution 
and obey the law as interpreted 
by the Supreme Court. Now 
that is exactly what he is doing, 
but he is making sure that an 
excess of bureaucratic zealotry 
does not carry the Court’s in­ 
struction beyond the point nec­ 
essary,” he said.

Officers7 Reaction: 
Fear And Bitterness 


A group of San Quentin cor­ 
rectional 
officers 
yesterday 
viewed Saturday’s tragedy at 
the prison with two enotions: 
bitterness and fear. 
The officers, who asked their 
names not be used, had lost 
friends and coworkers in the 
violence which took the lives of 
three guards and critically in­ 
jured a fourth. 
They expressed fears they 
may be the next to be injured 
or killed in the performance of 
their duties and they charged 
that officials at the prison have 
not shown sufficent concern for 
the safety of their employees. 
Feelings 
of 
dissatisfaction 
and fear are widespread among 
prison employees, the correc­ 
tional officers said. The guards 
feel that as prisoners at the 
institution become more numer­ 
ous and more violent, the ad­ 
ministration is not giving its 
employees the tools to cope 
with the changing situation. 
They expressed dismay that 
under present penal practice 
men of violently antisocial na­ 
ture are permitted visitors of 
the same kind, who smuggle 
weapons, narcotics and litera­ 
ture intended to incite to vio­ 
lence. 
The men had hard words for 
San Quentin Warden Louis S. 
Nelson and Raymond Procu- 
nier, director of the State De­ 
partment of Corrections, who 
flew from Sacramento to the 
prison immediately upon learn­ 
ing of the killings. 
“That’s just like Procunier, 
to come after all the touble is 
over,” one officer said. 
When Soledad prison near Sa­ 
linas erupted into violence last 
year, the guards said state cor­ 
rection officials transferred the 
majority of troublesome in­ 
mates to San Quentin. Many of 
these were placed in the pris­ 
on’s adjustment center where 
the violence which triggered 
the slayings began. 
“They solved the problem at 
Soledad, but all they did was 
bring the trouble to San Quen­ 
tin,” one guard said. “The offi­ 
cials knew these guys would 
bring trouble, but nothing was 
done to beef up security here.” 
Another man said the blame 
for Saturday’s bloodshed could 
“all be p 1 a c e d m the prison 
administration building. Nelson 
wants to play politics with Sac­ 
ramento,” the guard added. 
“He doesn’t want anyone here 
to r o c k the boat and make 
waves.” 
The guards also claimed that 
absenteeism is reported to be at 
an all-time high at the institu­ 
tion, although prison officials 
will not release records to con­ 
firm or refute this. 
They said that many men ap­ 
proaching retirement age have 
retired early, even though it 
means losing benefits. 
Several men reported telling 
high-ranking 
prison 
officials 
that inmates had confided to 
them that certain lives would 
be t a k e n and being told by 
these same officials (via memo) 
“not to spread rumors.” 
One man said he had request­ 
ed that a telephone be installed 
in an exercise yard where he is 
locked daily with as many as 35 
inmates. The day after submit­ 
ting his request, the officer re­ 
ceived a transfer to another job 
within the prison. 
Several officers said they had 
heard guards and other San 
Quentin officials argue with 


Nelson to improve security, but 
to no avail. One man hoped that 
Nelson “was on his way out” as 
prison warden. “Most people at 
San Quentin hope he’ll be gone 
pretty soon,” he said. 
Nelson said the correctional 
officers were “understandably 
disgusted and angry,” but he 
noted that — except for one 
man who called in sick — all 
guards reported for duty yes­ 
terday. When two guards were 
killed in 1952, the warden said 
seven men failed to show up at 
the prison for work the follow­ 
ing day and all of those quit 
their job and never returned. 
In the past year correctional 
officers have grown more mili­ 
tant in expressing demands for 
increased safety for prison em­ 
ployees. 
Many 
have 
joined 
Teamsters Union, Local 963, 
correctional officers division, 
hoping the union could bring 
pressure in Sacramento to im­ 
prove working conditions, safe­ 
ty and pay and benefits. 
And last week spokesmen for 
the California Correctional Offi­ 
cers Association said the group 
plans to file a complaint with 
the State Department of Indus­ 
trial Relations, charging offi­ 
cials with failing to provide a 
safe place to work. 
The officers are scared; they 
go to work scared every day. 
“Any many who says he is not 
frightened is a liar,” one officer 
said. “You’d have to be crazy 
not to be scared.”

Instead of wearing the usual uni­ 
forms, the officers came just as they were 
already clad—boots and jeans and even ten­ 
nis shorts were the garb of the day. 


Dr. Cooke said that it was 
possible that all the throat cut­ 
ting was done by one person 
since the wounds were similar. 
He also said Jackson died 
from a head wound but also 
had a wound in his ankle either 
caused by the same or a second 
bullet. 
Park said today that “many 
of us here feel we have to share 
the blame for what happened. 
We’ve leaned over backward to 
allow visitors . . . we’ve run 
scared of shyster attorneys.” 
He added that “we have tried 
to deal reasonably with some 
people who respond to reason 
with murder.” 
The Warden Louis S. Nelson 
s a i d that no wig had been 
found, but added yesterday that 
a thorough search of the adjust­ 
ment center had not been com­ 
pleted. 
A substance which might be 
explosive was found. Nelson 
said, adding credence to re­ 
ports the inmates planned to 
blast their way out of the for­ 
tress-like prison. 
The warden said prison offi­ 
cials had suspected there was 
going to be “some incident” at 
San Quentin. He said officials 
had been receiving information 
forecasting an “incident” from 
sources within and without the 
prison. 
Park said the marauding con­ 
victs “showed complete con­ 
tempt for the lives of guards 
who didn’t deserve to die and 
complete contempt for the lives 
of other inmates who also didn’t 
deserve to die.” 
Ken Brown, information offi­ 
cer for the California Correc­ 
tional Officers association, said 
the officers who were killed 
“ w e r e bound with wire and 
slaughtered like pigs.” The in­ 
mates, he said, were apparent­ 
ly slain when they made an 
effort to help the officers. 
The two dead inmates, Lynn 
and Kane, were tier tenders, 
kitchen helpers 
who served 
meals to convicts locked in 
their cells. 
Only the f i r s t floor of the 
adjustment center was involved 
in Saturday’s events. The sec­ 
ond floor of the building, which 
is reserved for those convicted

Park blames Saturday’s ex­ 
cape attempt on “bullxxxx talk 
of revolution by dilletantes out­ 
side the p r i s o n walls. It’s a 
direct outcome of the violent 
talk that goes on these days — 
Kill the pigs and that sort of 
crap.” 
Nelson and Raymond K. Pro­ 
cunier, director of the depart­ 
ment of corrections, agreed 
with Park s assessment of the 
cause of Saturday’s trouble. 
Nelson was critical of state 
laws requiring that inmates 
may receive any reading mate­ 
rial that is acceptable for mail­ 
ing in the United States. 
At a news conference Satur­ 
day. he exhibited an under­ 
ground 
newspaper 
entitled 
“Right On,” which because of a 
picture of a black panther on 
the cover. Nelson said he be­ 
lieved was a Black Panther 
Party publication. 
Under a headline, “Family of 
George Jackson Harrassed at 
San Quentin,” Nelson said was 
a story based on the fact that 
g u a r d s about a month ago 
found a toy cap pistol taped to 
the thigh of the five-year-old 
son of Jackson’s sister who had 
come to the prison to visit him. 
San Quentin officers said they 
believed the incident may have 
been a “dry run” to see if a 
weapon could be smuggled into 
Jackson. 
The prison’s 2,650 inmates 
were locked into their cells im­ 
mediately after the escape at­ 
tempt. A prison-wide “shake- 
down” for weapons was begun 
yesterday and Park said it

would take a couple of days to 
complete. 
The razor blade in the tooth­ 
brush was the only weapon, 
other than Jackson’s pistol, 
found in the adjustment center, 
according to Nelson. 
About 25 police units from the 
Marin County Sheriff’s Depart­ 
ment. California Highway Pa­ 
trol and the c i t i e s of San 
R a f a e l , Corte Madera and 
Larkspur surrounded the prison 
when the a l a r m was first 
sounded. 
Loren V. Smith, general man­ 
ager of the California State 
Employees Association, which 
represents guards, met for two 
hours Saturday night at San 
Quentin with Procunier. 
Smith said afterward Procu­ 
nier was “concerned with the 
safety of the staff and inmates 
at all the institutions” and had 
ordered every state prison to 
call in extra personnel at once. 
The California Correctional 
Officers Association said this 
week it will file an action with 
the state Industrial Relations 
Department charging “unsafe 
working conditions” at the pris­ 
on. 
The action was prompted by 
the fatal stabbing of a guard, 
Leo Davis, on July 21. Davis 
was guarding an inmate in the 
hospital. 
Tension at the sprawling bay- 
side prison had been mounting 
in recent weeks and violent out­ 
breaks — mostly stabbings — 
have occurred with growing 
frequency. 
In addition to Davis’s slaying, 
several guards and inmates 
have been attacked. Two weeks 
ago a convict was killed as he 
watched televison in a recrea­ 
tion area.

Third Bloodiest 
Prison Outbreak 


The bloody escape attempt at 
San Quentin Prison Saturday 
took a toll of lives surpassed by 
only two o t h e r such tries in 
California history’. 


Six died Saturday, three in­ 
mates and three guards, the 
heaviest toll in 44 years. 


The worst break was Thanks­ 
giving Day 1927 at Folsom Pris­ 
on, when 11 inmates also were 
wounded at Folsom, and five 
inmates later were hanged. 
The second bloodiest break 
was in 1862 at San Quentin, 
when 39 men kidnapped the 
warden and threw a guard 
down a cliff. Troops from San 
Francisco, a sheriffs posse 
and nearly 200 armed volun­ 
teers from San Rafael killed 
four of them, and three others 
died from their wounds. 
Saturday’s 
abortive 
break 
killed more persons than the 
three-day siege on Alcatraz in 
May 1946, when three inmates 
and two guards were killed. 
Another 13 were wounded as 
guards poured 
thousands of 
rounds of rifle, revolver, rifle 
grenade and tear gas fire into 
cell blocks of the now-closed 
Federal prison. 
The most spectacular break 
from San Quentin in more mod­ 
em history came in January 
1935. Four convicts, armed with 
guns smuggled into the prison, 
escaped in the warden’s car. 
The 
four 
kidnapped 
three 
members of the State Parole 
Board, the board’s secretary 
and two guards. They were 
captured after the bullet-rid­ 
dled car was abandoned near 
Petaluma. 
Another early escape was in 
1925, when two inmates scaled 
a wall and terrorized Northern 
California for weeks with a se­ 
ries of shootings and holdups. 
In another escape the same 
year, six corvicts killed a guard 
and escaped on a tug loading at 
the prison wharf. They tried to 
maneuver out the Golden Gate, 
but were overtaken and cap­ 
tured by Richmond police. 
In January 1952, two con­ 
victs stabbed two guards to 
death, and were captured 
only after 20 armed officers 
were sent into the cell block 
to stop them. 
In April 1959, two inmates 
were caught at the end of the 
Marin Rod and Gun Club pier 
after they held several hostages 
at knife point. No one was in­ 
jured. 
A major escape attempt from 
Death Row came in 1962, when 
six condemned men sawed their 
way out of their cells and took 
two guards as hostages. Their 
rebellion ended three hours lat­ 
er when tear gas shells were 
lobbed into their cell block. 
Another Death Row escape 
try came in January 1967, when 
four men cut their bars with a 
prison-made saw. They were 
caught immediately, however, 
as they emerged from their 
cells. 
A unique attempt by seven 
inmates to tunnel out of the 
prison was unearthed in May 
1967. The tunnel began under 
the chapel, but already was 
hopelessly frustrated by bed­ 
rock before it was discovered 
by guards. 
A 
successful 
escape 
by 
three 
security in­ 
mates was engineered in Oc­ 
tober 1967. They also sawed 
their way throAgh their cell 


bars, leaving stuffed dum­ 
mies to deceive guards at the 
e v e n i n g bed checks, and 
made t h e i r way over the 
wall. 
The 
three, 
however, 
were 
caught 14 hours later about one 
mile west of the prison when a 
y o u n g boy saw them in his 
yard. 
Six men fashioned a 60-foot 
rope of webbed belts when they 
tried to escape in January 1969, 
but it broke when they were 
halfway down the south wall. 
The break dumped them with a 
noise loud e n o u g h to alert 
guards, who recaptured them. 
Another inmate tried a simi­ 
lar scheme a month later, but 
b r o k e both legs when he 
dropped outside the wall. 
The next major attempt came 
in August last year, when a 
swim for freedom by four con­ 
victed murderers ended out of 
breath. They could not make 
the long swim around the pris­ 
on grounds. 
It was that same month last 
year when the bloody escape 
attempt erupted at the Marin 
County Hall of Justice that end­ 
ed in the death of Judge Harold 
J. Haley. 
The last escape from within 
the main walls was this past 
March, when a rapist-Udnap- 
per got as far as the Highway 
17 frontage road before being 
caught. The roof-hopping in­ 
mate was equipped with a 
homemade 
grappling 
hook 
and a long rope. 
Other inmates have hidden 
themselves for as long as four 
days within the walls before 
being discovered. 
But by far the most common, 
and most successful, escapes 
have been by inmates living in 
minimum 
security 
barracks 
outside the prison walls. These 
trusted inmates work as fire­ 
men, sewage treatment plant 
operators, groundskeepers and 
in other jobs. 
Several of these routine es­ 
capes, 
however, have made 
headlines, especially when they 
were foiled in spectacular chas­ 
es by police. 
The most recent was this past 
February, when an inmate kid­ 
napped a Novato mother, her 
two c h i 1 d r e n and a family 
friend. They were released un­ 
harmed in Southern California, 
and he was captured. 
A 
high-speed 
car 
chase 
through the Ross Valley in 
May 1967, resulted in the re­ 
capture of two inmates after 
exchanging gunfire with pur­ 
suing police. 
Also listed as escapees are 
inmates who fail to return from 
special leave to seek jobs just 
before release. Associate Ward­ 
en James W .L Park said in 
May that there was only a 1 per 
cent f a i l u r e to return rate 
among the several thousand 
who took part statewide in the 
program. 
He also noted then that 25 San 
Quentin inmates had escaped in 
the first five m o n t h s o f this 
year. Of these, 13 were on spe­ 
cial work leave and 12 escaped 
from the barracks outside the 
walls. 
The minimum sentence for 
attempting to escape without 
violence is five years added to 
the inmate's sentence. The min­ 
imum is one year. 
Possession of a firearm by an 
inmate,, adds a minimum of 
three years to his sentence.

A tangled skein of stores that 
began in such places as Chica­ 
go and Birmingham has led 
twice within 13 months to wild 
outbursts of violence and death 
in Marin County. 
Racism and revolution are 
the raveled threads of the web. 
George Jackson, 29, who was 
killed in Saturday’s escape at­ 
tempt at San Quentin, was one 
of three black Soledad Brothers 
accused of killing a white guard 
last year at Soledad State Pris­ 
on, 120 miles to the south. 
That murder, according to 
the state of California, led in 
due c o u r s e to the bloody 
shoot-out on Aug. 7, 1970 at 
the Civic C e n t e r in which 
Judge Harold J. Haley, two 
convicts and Jackson’s 17- 
year-old brother were killed. 
Within a few days Birming­ 
ham-born Angela Davis who 
had been fired earlier in the 
year from her job as a universi­ 
ty professor, was linked by the 
state to the shoot-out. 
Miss Davis, who had disap­ 
peared, was accused of provid­ 
ing the guns and h e l p i n g 
Jonathan 
Jackson 
plan 
the 
abortive kidnapping-escape at­ 
tempt which the state says was 
aimed at freeing the Soledad 
Brothers. 
She was captured in New 
York last October and since 
December has been in Marin 
County Jail awaiting trial on 
charges of murder, kidnapping 
and conspiracy. 
Since last summer the Sole­ 
dad Brothers have been a few 
miles away at San Quentin 
Prison. 
George Jackson was the best 
known of the Brothers, proba­ 
bly because a book of letters he 
had written from prison were 
published last year under the 
title, “Soledad Brother.” 
Bom 
in 
Chicago, 
Jackson 
first ran into trouble with the 
law at the age of 15 following a 
department store burglary. He 
was sent to reform school and 
was in and out of prison since. 


“All my life I’ve done exactly 
what I wanted to do just when I 
wanted, no more, perhaps less 
sometimes, 
but 
never 
any 
more, which explains why I had 
to be jailed,” Jackson wrote 
about himself in his book. 
In 1960, when he was 18 years 
old, Jackson was sent to prison 
for robbing a gas station. He 
remained imprisoned until his 
death. 
He first came to public atten­ 
tion along with the other Sole­ 
dad Brothers, John Cluchette 
and Fleeta Drumgo, when Miss 
Davis and others took up his 
cause after they were accused 
of slaying a guard at Soledad 
Prison. 


That murder is believed to 
be in retaliation for the kill­ 
ing of three black convicts by 
a white guard. (The guard 
who did the shooting was 
c l e a r e d by a grand jury 
which declared the deaths 
justifiable homicide. Another 
guard was found beaten to 
death three days later.) 


Attorneys 
for the 
Soledad 
Brothers have claimed that the 
three were accused only be­ 
cause they had been identified 
previously as black militants 
by prison authorities. 
(After a 
courtroom 
melee 
during a pretrial hearing in San 
Francisco last April, authorities 
ordered a shield built in the 
courtroom where they are to be 
tried. It separates the audience 
from the prisoners.) 
Miss Davis’s public support 
for Jackson started in June, 
1970, when she and Jonathan 
Jackson participated in a rally 
in Los Angeles and advocated 
release of the Brothers. “Save 
the Soledad Bros, from legal 
lynching,” said the sign which 
she carried at the rally. 
Last summer prison authori­ 
ties transferred Jackson to San 
Quentin in a general move to 
abate violence at Soledad by 
transferring more troublesome 
convicts. TYial for the Soledad 
Brothers was also transferred 


to San Francisco and they were 
due to go to court today in a 
pretrial hearing. 


According to the indictment 
against Miss Davis, she and 
Jonathan went to San Quentin 
twice during the weekend be­ 
fore the shoot-out. While she 
was not allowed to visit Jack­ 
son, Jonathan did visit his 
older brother, according to 
the indictment. 


The 
relationship 
between 
Jackson and Miss Davis, ac­ 
cording to the letters he wrote 
to her which are published his 
b o o k , seems to have been a 
combination of both a friend­ 
ship between fellow revolution­ 
aries and a love affair by mail. 
They only met once briefly in 
a courtroom before this year. 
Recently, the judge in Miss 
Davis’s case has allowed Jack­ 
son and the othei S o l e d a d 
Brothers to be brought to Marin 
County Jail three times for con­ 
ferences. 
Although Miss Davis, who is 
due to go to trial Sept. 27, has 
d e n i e d that she had any in­ 
volvement with the shoot-out, 
she has repeatedly defended it 
as a “slave insurrection,” a 
phrase her codefendant, Ruch- 
ell Magee has often used. 
Jackson wrote about his 
younger brother’s participa­ 
tion in the shoot-out, “Man- 
child, black man-child with 
submachine gun in hand, he 
was free for a while. I guess 
that’s more than most of us 
can expect.” 
His embittered philsophy was 
clearly laid out in the book. His 
letters implore his family and 
friends to “fight, fight, fight” 
and never work within the sys­ 
tem. 
Throughout the book Jack­ 
son’s view of prison as a com­ 
pletely racist society is made 
clear. 
He concluded. “Black men 
born in the U.S. and fortunate 
enough to live past the age of 18 
are conditioned to accept the 
inevitability of prison.”

A HISTORY OF VIOLENCE 
San Quentin— A Pressure Cooker 


San Quentin Prison, a pres­ 
sure cooker with thousands of 
men crowded into it, long has 
been either building steam or 
releasing in violent eruption. 
Authorities worked to relieve 
the pressure over the years by 
giving inmates more freedom 
within 
the 
institution, 
but 
changes in its population and 
growing militancy by minori­ 
ties have edged the prison into 
severe violence with increasing 
frequency. 
More men are being paroled, 
leaving the prison — like others 
across the state — faced with 
the job of handling only the 
hardest crinimals. 
San Quentin has had its share 
of criminals who see them­ 
selves as revolutionaries, but 
tension increased with the re- 
•cent transfer to it of the Sole- 
.dad 
Brothers, 
three 
blacks 
•charged with slaying a guard at 
.Soledad State Prison in Janu­ 
ary last year. Ten guards and 
inmates have been killed at So- 
;ledad in the past two years. 
One of the t h r e e , George 
Jackson, 29, led Saturday’s at­ 
tempted break and was killed. 
His 
brother, 
Jonathan, 
was 
k i l l e d a year ago after he 
smuggled guns into the Marin 
County Hall of Justice. 
Associate 
Warden 
James 
W . L . Park said a week ago 
today that a small but increas­ 
ing minority of the inmates 
were believers in “nihilistic 
violence.” 
He blamed the recent rash of 
violence in the prison on a

“the crazy, crazy 
idea that you can bring about a 
better world by killing.” 
The first correctional officer 
killed there in 19 years was Leo

hospital. The inmate was a key 
prosecution witness in the Sole­ 
dad Brothers’ upcoming trial. 
About 450 inmates refused to 
go to their prison jobs last Mon­ 
day, but the strike fizzled by 
the next day. 
Park, w a r n i n g that “you 
can't have a strike without vio­ 
lence,” called the stabbings, 
which also caused the death of 
a prisoner, “an outburst of vio­ 
lence under the guise of a revo­ 
lution.” 
He stressed that the majority 
of the inmates “just want to do 
their time without any has­ 
sles.” 
Park told the Independent- 
Journal last week that “we are 


simply not going to just sit here 
and have our staff assassinat­ 
ed. 
“If 
the 
knifings 
continue, 
we’re going to be forced to go 
back and run the place like an 
old-fashioned prison.” 
While the killing of guards 
has been far more rare than the 
killing of inmates by each oth­ 
er. many guards have been at­ 
tacked over (ten years), some 
seriously injured, and inmates 
have been stabbed in so many 
altercations that prison officials 
yesterday were unable to fur­ 
nish statistics. 
The 119-year-old 
prison, a 
cluster of yellow 
fortresses, 
also houses some of the most 


infamous prisoners in Califor­ 
nia. Sirhan B. Sirhan, assassin 
of Sen. Robert F. Kennedy, and 
mass murderer Charles Man- 
son are among the nearly 100 
occupants on Death Row. Man- 
son is temporarily back in Los 
Angeles for trial on another 
murder. 
Park said two months ago 
that if the prison population 
could be cut to about 2,000 from 
the current 2,650, each convict 
could have his own cell. He said 
keeping two in a cell often led 
to fights, bitter hatred and trou­ 
ble. 
In addition to major incidents 
of violence, I-J files for the past 
10 years alone include a four- 


inch stack of stories on lesser 
inmate “brawls, beatings and 
attacks,” involving narcotics, 
homosexuality, 
racial 
unrest 
and other problems. 
Racial turmoil is not new to 
the prison. Race riots erupted 
in the 1 9 3 0 s when Mexican- 
American inmates raised cries 
of discrimination. 
In January 1967, black and 
white inmates squared off in 
the main yard, and guards had 
to fire riot guns and tear gas. 
Eight inmates suffered gunshot 
wounds and seven others were 
beaten in the melee. 
The present warden, Louis S. 
Nelson, declared when he took 
over in 1967 that he would re­ 


duce violence at the prison. “I 
believe that many of the in­ 
mates will respond to being 
treated as human beings,” he 
said. 
“Some 
will 
not 
respond,” 
Nelson conceded, however, and, 
as if to prove his point 20 kill­ 
ings of inmates have since been 
reported in the Independent- 
Joumal. 
He is an advocate of the 
death penalty. Last year, Nel­ 
son said “there are people in 
the w o r l d who can’t fit into 
society, and society has the 
right and responsibility to re­ 
move them. 
“Some men are too danger­ 
ous to live.”

Scene At Marin General Hospital

Three ambulances, with si­ 
rens screeching, pulled into the 
emergency room entrance at 
Marin General Hospital at 3:35 
p.m. Saturday. 


Three wounded San Quentin 
guards, 
with 
blood-soaked 
bandages and clothing, were 
carried inside. All three had 


been slashed in the throat. Two 
were conscious; one was in 
shock. 
Meanwhile, at San Quentin 
Prison, three guards and three 
inmates lay dead, the after- 
math of an abortive escape at­ 
tempt. 
The wounded guards were 
identified as Urbano Rubiaco 
Jr., 24, of San Quentin; Sgt. 


Kenneth McCray. 39, of Napa 
and Charles Breckenridge, 21, 
of Petaluma. 


Drivers for Bay Cities and 
United ambulances wiped splat­ 
tered blood from the inside of 
the ambulances and changed 
the sheets which were stained a 
dark red from the guards’ stab 
wounds.

persons were killed, lies uncon­ 
scious on a guerney as he is 
wheeled into Marin General Hos­ 
pital. Like the other two injured 
guards, Breckenridge had had 
his throat slashed. 


One 
driver 
described 
the 
scene inside the prison as he 
w o r k e d : “ We didn’t get to 
where the action was . . . they 
had all the bodies stacked up in 
one spot and we just went in to 
get them.” 


Another driver added, “We 
were escorted through road 
blocks and into the prison infir­ 
mary. The wounds had been 
bandaged by someone already. 
We just picked them up.” 


The emergency room had 
been filled to overflowing even 
before the ambulances arrived. 
Hedy Lane, hospital supervisor, 
said doctors were helping one 
man who had just suffered a 
heart attack and an elderly wom­ 
an who was very sick when the 
first stretcher came through 
the anteroom. 
“Everyone just gasped,” 
she s a i d . “It was such an 
awful sight. . . some children 
started crying. . . ” 
The three guards received 
immediate 
attention 
in 
the 
emergency room, but it was 
nearly two hours before Dr. 
Richard A. Jaqua of Green- 
brae, hospital staff plastic sur- 
g e o n , was able to give an 
account of the extent of injuries 
and the condition of the men. 
By then, the crowded ante­ 
room was filled with more re­ 
porters and photographers than 
patients. 
“Breckenridge is in critical 
condition. He’s in surgery right 
now and McCray is going up in 
a few minutes. Rubiaco will be 
released shortly,” Dr. Jaqua 
said. 
He described Breckenridge as 
having two severe stab wounds, 
one on each side of the throat, 
that hit the esophagus and pos­ 
sibly the trachea. 
“He was in shock when he 
came in and was vomiting up 
large amounts of blood,” the 
surgeon reported. 
McCray’s throat muscle was 
slashed with a knife and the 
extent of his injuries would not 
be fully known until surgery 
was performed, Dr. Jaqua said. 
Rubiaco’s throat was sliced 
from below the ear to beyond 
the middle of the throat and 
required more than 100 stitches, 
Dr. Jaqua said. 
He told newsmen that none of 
the guards mentioned any of 
the. details of the incident. 
“They said they weren’t at lib­ 
erty to talk about it,” he said. 
In the meantime, Rubiaco’s 
girl f r i e n d , Joyce Loftin, 
waited nervously outside the 
emergency room door to see 
him . 
“He knew this was going to 
happen. All week long he kept 
savin* he was coin* to eft it.” 


Miss Loftin said from behind 
large, dark sunglasses that hid 
her red-rimmed eyes. 
“Rubi kept talking about it 
. . . it was awful to hear . . . 
and now it’s happened,” she 
said in a choked voice. 
“We kept telling him he was 
c r a z y , ’ ’ she recalled and 
laughed at the irony of her re­ 
mark. 
Another friend, Deana Doug­ 
las of Mill Valley, said Rubiaco 
formerly was a guard at Sole- 
dad P r i s o n where he knew 
George Jackson, the so-called 
“Soledad Brother,” one of four 
inmates killed in the melee. He 
had worked at San Quentin 
since March, she said. 
About 6 p.m., Rubiaco, his 
head completely bandaged 
except for his face, walked 
quickly and silently out of the 
emergency room into the 
waiting car. 
An orderly followed him out 
to the car carrying his bloodied 
uniform in a plastic garbage 
bag. Rubiaco was dressed in 
borrowed blue jeans and a den­ 
im work shirt. 
In another part of the ante­ 
room, a different drama was 
unfolding, a drama whose prin­ 
cipals were r e l a t i v e s and 
friends unable to reach the 
prison for information. They ar­ 
rived at the hospital as the 
place they might most quickly 
learn the worst, if the worst 
were in store for them. 
The young wife of San Quen­ 
tin Lt. William Dixon who was 
acting c a p t a i n for the day, 
waited anxiously in the corridor 
for word of the g u a r d s who 
were killed. 
Names of the dead had not 
been released at that time and 
she waited, her fists tightly 
clenched against her mouth, for 
word of her husband. 
Tears squeezed out of the cor­ 
ners of her eyes when sympa­ 
thetic friends offered words of 
hope. 
Another 
woman, 
Frances 
Schoenwetter, paced the hall­ 
way clutching a damp handker­ 
chief, waiting for word of her 
brother-in-law, William J. Gib­ 
bons, a guard on duty in the 
adjustment center at the time 
of the attempted break. 
Two San Quentin guards 
• who had accompanied the in­ 
jured men to the hospital in 
ambulances walked around 
the w a i t i n g room with a 
g l a z e d look in their eyes 
smoking one cigarette after 
another. 
One of the men, E. H. Moorer 
Jr., said he was Rubiaco’s 
roommate. He stared blankly 
when asked any questions about 
the incident and refused to an-

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Reaction To Bloodshed Ranges From Horror To Anger 


SATURDAY'S tra ged y 
Prisoners 


Reaction to Saturday’s blood­ 
shed at San Quentin Prison 
ranged from horror to anger 
and disbelief yesterday, even 
before all the facts of the trage­ 
dy were known. 
Some persons called for in­ 
vestigations of the prison itself 
and the events leading up to the 
violence which left six persons 
dead and two seriouly wounded. 
Others, like Dr. Leo L. Stan­ 
ley, who served as prison sur­ 
geon at San Q u e n t i n for 38 
years, called for arming of the 
p r i s o n guards to lessen the 
chances that Saturday’s trage­ 
dy would recur. 
An a t t o r n e y for Soledad 
Brother George Jackson, slain 
by a guard during the escape 
attempt 
Saturday, 
said 
he 
found it impossible to believe 
his client would try to escape. 
And a woman lawyer, former 
counsel for the Soledad Broth­ 
ers, chastised the prison admin­ 
istration for trying to blame 
lawyers for violence at the pris­ 
on. 
Ken Brown, information offi­ 
cer for the California Correc­ 
tional Officers Association, said 
the violence, in which three 
guards were killed and two se­ 
riously wounded, pointed to the 
need for safer working condi­ 
tions at the troubled prison. 
Last Thursday Brown had an­ 
nounced the a s s o c i a t i o n 
planned to file a complaint with 
the State Department of Indus­ 
trial Relations, Industrial Safe- 


ty 
Division, 
charging 
San 
Quentin officials with failing to 
provide a safe place to work. 


Brown said he believed Satur­ 
day’s outbreak was part of a 
conspiracy inside and outside 
the prison, an attempt by radi­ 
cal groups — including the 
Communist Party — to disrupt 
the prison system and gain con­ 
trol of it. 


“Certain 
radical 
elements 
have been getting people riled 
about so-called bad conditions 
in the prisons,” he said and 
added the groups have ham­ 
pered the ability of the prison 
administration to discipline and 
control the inmates. 
An opposing assessment of 
the problem came from Berke­ 
ley attorney Fay Stender, who 
formerly acted as counsel for 
the Soledad trio and is now 
investigating prison conditions 
throughout the state. 
Mrs. Stender charged that 
prison officials are attempting 
to blame lawyers for problems 
and troubles “that are actually 
the fault of the prison adminis­ 
tration.” (Recently San Quentin 
Associate Warden James W. L. 
Park blamed “radical attor­ 
neys” for troubles and violence 
at the prison.”) 
“It is the slower violence 
being done to thousands of men 
in these institutions, the con­ 
stant dehumanization and dep­ 
rivation from all the things that 
make life worthwhile that re- 


bility, but is is becoming ours,” 
Wornum said. 
Albert W. Harris Jr., prose­ 
cutor in the Angela Davis case, 
alleged escape attempt “had 
any connection with our case,” 
but would not c o m m e n t mi 
whether any such linkup had 
been made. 
Sheriff Louis P. Mountanos 
had only one comment on the 
most recent deaths at the pris­ 
on. 
“Marin County has had more 
than its share of tragedies,” he 
said.

Jackson’s 
attorney, 
John 
Thorne of San Jose, yesterday 
expressed disbelief at prison of­ 
ficials’ contentions that his cli­ 
ent had tried to escape using a 
gun smuggled into the prison. 
“George was too brilliant a 
man to t h i n k that he would 
have a chance to get out that 
way,” Thome said. Besides, he 
added, Jackson (awaiting trial 
for the killing of a Soledad pris­ 
on guard in January 1970) was 
confident he would be acquitted 
of the charges against him. 


Thome, who has known Jack­ 
son since February of 1970, said 
he last saw his client on Mon­ 
day. “He was feeling very good 
about the trial, anxious to get it 
going as long as we could get a 
semblance of some kind of fair­ 
ness in the courtroom.”

“I want 
to know exactly what happened 
in that place Saturday,” he 
said. “At this point I don’t think 
even the prison officials know.” 
Ernest L. Graves, court-ap­ 
pointed attorney for Ruchell 
Magee, said he was “certainly 
very sorry to hear of the trage­ 
dy and express my sympathy to 
the families involved. These are 
troublesome 
times,” 
Graves 
said, “and tensions within insti­ 


tutions sometimes reach un­ 
bearable levels.” 
There were other theories 
about the turbulence at San 
Quentin, with some individuals 
blaming it on “front office rac­ 
ism.” Robert Olson, former San 
Quentin inmate who now di­ 
rects the Seventh Step Founda­ 
tion, a San Francisco organiza­ 
tion to help exconvicts, said 
¡violence at the prison was going 
on “needlessly and endlessly” 
because of repression of black 
and 
Mexican-American 
in­ 
mates. 
Dr. Stanley, the former pris­ 
on surgeon, tended to blame the 
fatal k n i v i n g of the three 
guards Saturday on the State 
Department 
of 
Corrections. 
“About 20 years ago the depart­ 
ment, in its great wisdom, took 
away the l a r g e canes which 
custodial officers used to have 
to protect themselves,” Dr. 
Stanley said. “Now they have 
nothing to protect themselves.” 
He added. “I think they should 
give inmates who attack guards 
a little of their own medicine; 
they should knock the hell out 
of them.” 
District Attorney Bruce B. 
B a l e s , who said he was ap­ 
palled by the bloodshed and 
violence, said the most recent 
outbreak was a “carryover of 
the violence at Soledad.” It re­ 
sulted. he said, from the fact

that “many tough, hardened 
and violent convicts” have been 
transferred from Soledad to 
San Quentin. 
Bales also suggested that se­ 
curity conditions at the prison 
should be tightened, with more 
thorough searches of anyone 
entering or leaving the institu­ 
tion. And the district attorney 
promised that “anyone who had 
anything to do with the tragic 
situation 
Saturday 
will 
be 
brought to justice.” 
Assemblyman 
William 
T. 
Bagley, R-San Rafael, recently 


introduced a joint resolution 
(since passed by the House and 
currently awaiting action in the 
Senate) calling for a thorough 
study of physical facilities at 
San Quentin. 


The investigation proposed by 
Bagley would seek to determine 
whether the prison should be 
a b a n d o n e d as obsolete or 
whether officials should spend 
the $20-30 million the assembly­ 
man said would be needed to 
bring San Quentin “up to mod­ 
em standards.” 


Bagley said yesterday that 
Saturday’s violence, as well as 
the troubles at the prison in 
recent months, “points to the 
need for a very hard look at a 
facility that is more than 100 
years oid.” 


And Marin Supervisor Mi­ 
chael Wornum said the “pretty 
horrible” events of the weekend 
reaffirmed his contention that 
San Quentin should be moved to 
a remote area, far away from 
urban 
areas.

One Guard Only 18 Months 
Away From His Retirement 


The three San Quentin guards 
slain Saturday by rampaging 
inmates bent on escaping or 
abetting the escape of Soledad 
Brother George Jackson includ­ 
ed two long-time members of 
the state Department of Correc­ 
tions and a retired Air Force 
man four years into a new ca­ 
reer. 


The eldest was Paul W. Kra- 
senes, 52, of Novato, said to 
have been looking forward to 
retiring in 18 months and going 
to Mexico. 


K r a s e n e s and his wife, 
Frances, reportedly had pur­ 
chased property in Mexico and 
planned to open a business 
there. 


He also told a fellow officer 
Friday that we was going to 
seek a job change so he could 
work at a gun rail position until 
retirement. 


He is reported to havfc said: 
“I’ve hasseled with inmates for 
18 years. I just want to get a 


gun rail job and coast for 18 
months.” 


Krasenes, a native of San 
Francisco, served in the Coast 
Guard during World War II, 
went to work at San Quentin 
Prison in 1949 and served con­ 
tinuously until his death. He 
had three daughters, Sheryl, 
Elizabeth and Lorraine. 


Frank P. DeLeon, 44, a 17- 
year Air Force veteran, began 
work at the prison in February 
1967. 


DeLeon hadn't been sched­ 
uled to work Saturday, his reg­ 
ular day off, but he reportedly 
frequently worked on his day 
off to increase the family in­ 
come. 
DeLeon and his wife, Vivian, 
of Petaluma had three daugh­ 
ters and two sons, ranging in 
age from 9 to 15. 
The s o n s were away on a 
camping trip north of Sacra­ 
mento when DeLeon was killed. 
They w’ere l o c a t e d after a 
search by Sacramento County 


sheriff's deputies, but weren’t 
told of their father’s death until 
they returned home yesterday. 


Mrs. DeLeon, reportedly in a 
daze at news of her husband’c 
death, was given sedatives by 
doctors 
from 
Hamilton 
Air 
Force Base. 


DeLeon, a native of Antioch, 
had served in the Navy from 
1945-50 before joining the Air 
Force. 


The ranking correctional offi­ 
cer slain was Sgt. Jere P. Gra- 
ha'm, 39, of San Rafael, who 
was promoted to sergeant this 
past June 7. 


Graham had served with the 
Department 
of 
Corrections 
since 1960, first at the vocation­ 
al institution at Tracy, then to 
the Sierra Conservation Camp 
in A u g u s t , 1969, and to San 
Quentin last October. 
Graham was a native of Ida­ 
ho. Surviving are his wife, He­ 
len; a daughter, Peggy, and 
two sons, John and Donald. 


Ex-Escapees 


The two San Quentin inmates 
murdered Saturday were for­ 
mer escapees who failed to get 
away and lived only to meet 
death during someone else’s es­ 
cape try. 
The two victims, Ronald Le- 
land K a n e , 28, and John T. 
Lynn, 26, ironically, had been 
moved to the floor where they 
were slain because their con­ 
duct had improved. 
Associate Warden James W. 
L. Park said the pair, formerly 
housed on the floor of the ad­ 
justment center, was serving as 
tier tenders, a privileged job 
serving food to other inmates. 
. 
Kane, an experienced welder, 
was one of three men who es­ 
caped from the B segregation 
block Oct. 27, 1967, after using 
a 
prison-make 
saw to 
cut 
through two sets of bars. 
After 14 hours of freedom, 
Kane and his two fellow escap­ 
ees were captured without re­ 
sistance at the Highway 101 
interchange in Greenbrae. 
Kane, convicted of auto theft 
in Fresno County was serving a 
six-month-to-five-year sentence. 
He had been in San Quentin 
about a year when he escaped. 
Prior to his escape he was 
charged with having a knife 
bidden in the binding of a pris­ 
on library book in his cell. 
In November. 1968, Kane was 
sentenced to a concurrent term 
of one to five years on escape 
and a consecutive term of one 
to five years for illegal posses­ 
sion of a knife. 
Lynn, who was serving time 
for strong arm robbery in Ven­ 
tura, escaped from the Konocti 
Conservation Camp in Lake 
County in September, 1967, and 
three days later was captured 
with two fellow escapees near 
Williams, Colusa County. 
The three men tried to escape 
from a corridor in the Lake 
County courthouse at Lakeport 
and a sheriff’s deputy, David 
Hoyt was killed in the scuffle, 
Oct. 11. 
The murder occurred while 
the t h r e e were being moved 
from the c o u n t y jail to the 
courtroom. Lynn, charged with 
murder, pleaded innocent by 
reason of insanity to charges of 
murder, attempted escape and 
assault. 
He was conviced of second 
degree murder May, 1969. 
The only inmate wounded 
was Allan C. Mancino, 25, sen­ 
tenced from Los A n g e l e s 
County, who was shot in the leg 
by a guard after the escape 
attempt. 
Park said Mancino was lying 
on the lawn with other inmates 
who had been told not to move. 
He started to get up and was 
shot, Park said. 
Mancino was serving time 
tor tirst degree robbery in Los 
Angeles County and assault 
with intent to commit a crime 
against nature in Monterey.

Wild Rivers Quickly Tamed 


With Brown A t The Tiller

The toes of a legislator must be as 
sensitive as his eye for votes. 
For example, Assemblyman Willie L. 
Brown Jr.. D-San Francisco, blew up 
when we suggested recently he had made 
a deal with Sen. Randolph Collier, D- 
Yreka. to punish Sen. Peter H. Behr, R- 
San Rafael. Behr's bill to ban damming 
wild rivers in Collier’s district had em­ 
barrassed Collier, and we suggested that 
the old senator got together with Brown 
to kill another bill in Brown’s ways and 
means committee. 
Brown apparently felt his liberal cre­ 
dentials would be tarnished by suggest­ 
ing he was collaborating with Collier, one 
of the most conservative senators in Sac­ 
ramento. 
ANY DOUBT that Brown and Collier 
make a great team, however, was dis­ 
pelled by some fancy footwork on the last 
legislative day before the current recess. 
Brown and a few fellow assembiymen, 
pushed Collier's owm wild rivers bill so 
hard that it scooted through the lower 
house like a greased pig. 
Collier’s SB 1285 merely would appro­ 
priate $50,000 to start next July a 10-year, 
$2 million study of North Coast w’aters. 
Behr’s competing bill had been left tem­ 
porarily at the gate in the Senate, but 
Collier wants his own version to land on 
the governor’s desk fast so that it can be 
signed — and Behr’s forgotten. 
According to official records, Collier’s 
bill was referred on Aug. 10 to the As­ 
sembly Water Committee. The rules pro-

vide that it be put on a future agenda of 
the committee to allow public testimony. 
BUT TWO DAYS LATER it was heard 
at 11 a.m. without previous notice by the 
water committee in a special meeting in 
the Assembly Lounge. No other bill was 
heard. . 
Within the hour, it was endorsed and 
passed on to Brown’s committee, which 
then also held a special unscheduled 
meeting to consider the bill. By 1 p.m., 
instead of having taken the usual course 
of several weeks, Collier’s bill was on the 
Assembly floor. 
Brown, putting the final spin on the 
bill, then moved to suspend the Constitu­ 
tion so the measure could be taken up 
immediately out of order as “a case of 
urgency.’’ What the urgency was of fund­ 
ing a study to start in 11 months was 
unclear. 
THIS LAST MOVE faded narrowly, 
and only because Republican leaders op­ 
posed additional appropriations until tax 
reform is tackled next month. But the bill 
held its place on the file for a prompt 
vote when the legislators return to work 
Sept. 7. 
Staging the event with Brown was Sen. 
Gordon Cologne. R-Indio, w’hose Southern 
California water orientation suggests the 
degree of protection the North Coast riv­ 
ers can expect under Collier’s bill. 
The express job also ignored Collier’s 
promise to amend his bill in the Assem­ 
bly to impose a temporary moratorium 
on dams during the study. He made this 
promise on the Senate floor. 
So much for a promise. So much for the 
public right to participate in democracy 
as manipulated callously in Sacramento.

T h e Public Be Damned!7 


From A Different Quarter

The arrogance of yesterday’s manage­ 
ment has been taken over by today’i 
unions. Pick any newspaper on almost 
any day and the reader can find evidence 
of a union paraphrasing the words attrib­ 
uted to a railroad tycoon of the last 
century. “The public be damned!” 
The champion, of course, was the union 
of employes of the City of New York. 
Once it could be said that New York’s 
employes worked for the city. With the 
gains already won by municipal em­ 
ployes, and still more outrageous ones 
sought, it can be said now that the people 


of New York are working for the munici­ 
pal employes. 


Bad news from New York City has a 
way of spreading out, even to Virginia. 
But Virginia has a law against compulso­ 
ry unionism, under which unions have 
become stronger but which compels also 
a degree of responsibility. When the 


country finally moves to get predatory 
unions under control, as it once had to 
struggle with power-mad owners, the law 
against compulsory unionism will be an 
important ingredient to be considered. 


WASHINGTON - There are more good 
reasons why President Nixon should take 
the appropriate congressmen with him to 
Peking than there are against it. 
True, not all the arguments are on one 
side. 
The President has no constitutional ob­ 
ligation to take congressmen. 
The Chinesa might seek to go around 
the President and try to extract through 
the congressmen concessions Nixon felt 
unwise. 
The congressmen might try to exceed 
their role as observers and advisers. 
They might, if the negotiations became 
very delicate, be the source of leaks. 
Their presence might deflect some pub­ 
licity and credit from the President. 


THESE COUNTERARGUMENTS are 
minor and negligible compared to the 
advantages. 
At no time since the U n i t e d States 
began to play a major role in the world 
after World War II have relations be­ 
tween the President and Congress been 
so 
uncooperative, 
suspicious 
and at 
arm ’s length. 
An initiative by the President to take 
appropriate 
congressmen 
to 
Peking 
would do much to end this distrust. There 
is every reason to believe that the con­ 
gressmen — whether Foreign Affairs 
Committee chairmen or the top congres­ 
sional leadership — would respond with 
great responsibility. 
Each has a major role to play in the 
kind of negotiations in w’hich Nixon and 
the Chinese will be engaged. 


CONSTITUTIONALLY the responsibili- 
ty of the President is to negotiate. 
Constitutionally the responsibility of 
the Senate is to ratify and of Congress as 
a whole to fund. 
The process of negotiation will be bene­ 
fited by the presence of the congressmen. 
The process of ratification will be en-

hanced by the presence of congressmen 
who have to do the ratifying 
I am not saying that Nixon is primarily 
responsible for the irascible relations be­ 
tween Congress and the President in 
foreign policy. He isn’t There have al 
ways been jealousies between these inde 
pendent, o v e r l a p p i n g branches of 
government. This condition became pain 
fully acute during the Johnson adminis­ 
tration because of a l l e g a t i o n s of 
“deception” — allegations I believe un 
fair — and grew worse when Congress 
disliked the pace of withdrawal from 
Vietnam and felt that Nixon had been 
unnecessarily 
withholding 
information 
Congress wanted 
THIS ATMOSPHERE of distrust and 
suspicion, whatever the cause, can do 
nothing but immobilize the American 
government. It has already gone so far 
as to cause the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee to vote unanimously to stop 
foreign military aid unless the Pentagon 
yields up a five-year plan for future 
mlitary aid which Secretary of Defense 
Larid says it doesn’t have. 
Here we are at the point of the most 
potentially productive negotiations in the 
whole postwar era. There are the talks 
with China on the shape of the future 
peace in Asia. Also with the Russians on 
the nuclear arms race, Berlin, and mu­ 
tual reduction for NATO and Warsaw 
Pacts in Europe. There are the negotia­ 
tions with Egypt and Israel on the Middle 
East. 
And Congress and the President are 
feuding over relative roles, relative pow­ 
ers and relative prestige. 
I believe that a grand gesture by Nixon 
can do more than anything else to dispel 
this miasma. 
There are many pertinent precedents 
for enlisting appropriate congressmen in 
important negotiations and I will cite 
them in a later column. 


Bloodless W ar Strips 


W est Virginia Hills 


By ERNEST B. FURGURSON 
CHARLESTON. W.Va. - Only the old­ 
est timers now recall firsthand the min­ 
ing wars that ripped through these hills 
in the early 1900s: the Matewan massa­ 
cre, in “bloody Mingo” County; the ar­ 
mored train that brought strikebreakers 
into the valleys: the hated Baldwin-Felts 
mine guards; “Old Mother” Jones, the 
82-year-old lady union organizer w’ith the 
tongue of a mule skinner; the mining 
companies; armed forts in Cabin Creek 
and Paint Creek valleys. 
Those campaigns brought the confron­ 
tation between people and mine operators 
to a sustained pitch of violence, adding 
blood to the hunger and squalor already 
so familiar in the hollows. They were a 
half-century and more ago, and that kind 
of bloodshed seems to most of America 
now’ as remote as the Indian wars. But 
the confrontation continues. 
In many ways it is more frustrating 
and dispiriting to the people who feel 
they are victimized by the operators then 
it was in the days of open bloodshed. 
Then, if you w’ere a striker, you knew 
the hired mine guard w’as your enemy, 
and you could put him in the sights of 
your rifle. Things were clear-cut, the 
issues were simple.

NOW, THE CONFLICT is not over 
wages or unionization. It is over strip- 
mining, which blights the land and often 
destroys the homes and property of poor 
people. Although violence has been used 
from time to time against the men and 
machines that perpetrate it, it will not be 
stopped by shooting bulldozer operators. 


The hands that ultimately control the 
dozers and draglines tearing the moun­ 
tains irreparably ap a rt are not armed, 
except with political power. They hire 
New York public relations experts, who 
use television commercials to convince 
the people that strip-mining is good for 
them. Their business ties reach into the 
legislature and the boards that ostensibly 
control stripping throughout West Virgin­ 
ia. They fight with dollars, and words 
bought by dollars, and that kind of power 
is hard to resist with force. Who would 
you shoot? The face in the TV tube? 


The only form of resistance that might 
ever prevail is itself political — buying 
back with public opinion and votes the 
power now cupped in the hands of the 
strip-mine operators. 
The issue was 
brought io the legislature this year in the 
form of a proposal to outlaw strip-min­ 
ing, period. What emerged eventually as 
law was a pittance, a group of token 
concessions to postpone more serious cur­ 
tailment while the dozers roar and the 
tim e left for action slips away. 


THE LEADER of the abolition cam­ 
paign was John D. Rockefeller IV, the 
West Virginia secretary of state, a man 
who can afford to have independent opin­ 
ions and stand up to the monied interests. 
The operators are banded together as the 
West Virginia Surface Mine and Recla­ 
mation Association. A principal in their 
fight to stave off abolishment and restric­ 
tions was Sen. Tracy Hylton, himself one 
of the biggest stripping operators in 
Wyoming County. At first he excused 
himself, noting the conflict of interest 
involved. L ater he abandoned any 
pretense of standing aside. 
The effort ended with those defying 
stripping standing lonely in defeat. The 
legislature voted to delay the spread of 
stripping into new counties — where 
there is little coal anyway — for two 
years, and to tighten reclamation re­ 
quirements after the land is stripped 
(Despite indignant and expensive propa­ 
ganda to the contrary, there is no such 
thing as effective reclam ation of 
stripped land. It can never be the 
sam e.) 
In short, nothing was passed that will 
restrain the operators from proceeding • 
with business as usual. Two years ago 
p e r m i t s were granted for 15,000 new 
acres to be stripped. Last year, 30,000 
more acres were approved. Last week 
alone, permits were granted for another 
1,000. The stripping goes on, the resulting 
mudslides continue to glaciate homes off 
the hillsides, and the hills are destroyed 
for anything resembling aesthetic use in 
the far foreseeable future 


OF COITISE the opponents of this pil 
lage are going to try again next year. But 
already, the word here is that “the asso­ 
ciation,’’ as the operators 
group is 
called, is laying on a new and costly 
advertising program to push the line that 
reclamation works, and therefore it is 
enough of a legal restriction. And for the 
moment, even Jay Rockefeller with his 
family millions, is letting up on his criti­

With Coast Guard In Residence 


A relaxed atmosphere has 
come to Two Rock since the 
Coast Guard acquired the facil­ 
ity from the Army Security 
Agency. 
A feminine voice has re­ 
placed the gruff sounding MP 
on the post switchboard, and 
visitors get the impression the 
shore patrolman on duty at the 
gate is there to give helpful 
information rather than to as­ 
sure the post security. 
Because of the highly classi­ 
fied communications center op­ 
erated there by the Army, tight 
security was a must. Today the 
deepest secrets at Two Rock 
involve the fine art of cake 
decorating and menu planning. 
THE FIRST 34 commissary 
students began classes on Aug. 
2 and will be joined Sept. 13 by 
students 
in the storekeeper 
school and on Jan. 3 by the 
radiomen 
school 
students. 
When the three schools are in 
full operation, 500 students will 
be on the post. 
The 
commissary 
students 
spent their first few days in 
orientation sessions filled with 
youthful humor, as seen when 
Ensign Charles Averill, special 
services officer, ran down the 
extensive list of recreational fa­ 
cilities available. 
When Averill mentioned that 
some camping equipment is 
available, a hand shot up in the 
rear of the room and a young 
man requested the use of a pup 
tent and two sleeping bags for 
the weekend. “ You mean you 
already met a townie?” a class­ 
mate joked.

— have all been reemployed by 
the Coast Guard. 
While Petaluma had good 
rapport going with the Army, it 
seems obvious that the relation­ 
ship can do nothing but -im­ 
prove with the casual attitude 
of the Coast Guard.

STANFORD, Calif. (UPI)-A 
college experiment in which 
students 
“ lived”

prison 
guards and inmates became so 
realistic that it had to be halted 
a week early Friday. 
The guards became brutal 
and tyrannical and the prison­ 
ers degenerated into “ snivel­ 
ing” convicts. Three of the 10 
inmates suffered long crying 
jags and four had to be “pa­ 
roled” six days into the two- 
week experiment. 
“ It got me so down I didn’t 
believe it,” said Jim Rowney of 
Mountain View, Calif., one of 
the paroled convicts. “I just 
c o u l d n ’ t take it and broke 
down. 
“ I thought this would be a 
piece of cake, but it got to me 
—the whole thing —the total 
loss of privacy, the humilitation 
of being slaves to the guards, 
being in a s m a 11, small cell 
with two other guys 22 hours a 
day, and the complete loss of 
freedom. 
“ The fact that it was a simu­ 
lation, the fact that it wasn’t a 
real prison, made no differ­ 
ence,” said Rowney, a fresh­ 
man at the U n i v e r s i t y of 
California in Berkeley this fall 
who received $15 a day for par­ 
ticipating. 
Psychology Professor Philip 
Zimbardo, who conducted the 
$5,000 project in a special jail 


built in a basement on the Stan­ 
ford University campus, said 
the results showed conditions 
tended to label and type indi­ 
viduals. 
“ It is clear that almost any­ 
one put in a certain kind of 
situation can be made to be­ 
have t o w a r d other human 
beings in a demeaning and bru­ 
tal fashion,” he said. 
“ Another thing we’ve learned 
is that any prison, even a good 
prison, is terrible.” The experi­ 
ment was to last two weeks, 
with the guards working 8 to 10 
hour shifts and the prisoners 
locked up fulltime in the make­ 
shift prison. 
weeks, with the guards working

oners locked up fulltime in the 
makeshift prison. 
The cells in the basement of 
the psychology building were 
built as realistically as possi­ 
ble, including barred doors and 
brick walls. 
In only six days, Zimbard 
said, the s t u d e n t inmates 
turned into abject prisoners 
begging to be let out and some 
of the guards were exhibiting 
sadistic and brutal extremes. 
One student-con attempted to 
be a “ model” prisoner, execut­ 
ing all demands to extremes in 
the hope of an early p a r o l e 
from the prison. 
A tall blond p r i s o n guard 


with “ an angelic face” earned 
the hatred of the inmates as he 
warmed to the job. 
“ Let me assure you, it was 
all acting,” he said afterward. 
But it was hard to escape the 
fact all of his abusive treatment 
occurred when monitoring au­ 
thority was lax, late at night or 
early in the mornings, Zimbar­ 
do said.

OTTAWA — Almost half a 
century ago, one of Lenin’s 
close 
collaborators, 
Dmitry 
Manuilsky, discussing the “his­ 
torical inevitability’’ of Com­ 
munist v i c t o r y all over the 
world, said: “The bourgeoisie 
will have to be put to sleep. So 
we shall begin by launching the 
most spectacular peace move­ 
ment on record. There will be 
electrifying overtures and un­ 
heard of concessions. The capi­ 
talistic countries, stupid and 
decadent, will rejoice to co-op­ 
erate in their own destruction. 
They will leap at a n o t h e r 
chance to be friends. As soon as 
their guard is down, we shall 
smash them with our clenched 
fist.” 
Full application of this strate­ 
gy was predicated on Soviet 
attainment of military superior­ 
ity which Manuilsky estimated 
to take several decades. In the 
meantime, judiciously manipu­ 
lated 
“peace” 
propaganda 
campaigns were to be used as a 
tactical device for gaining time 
and securing Western material 
assistance for consolidation and 
strengthening of Soviet power 
whenever necessary. 
Like all his colleagues in 
the Kremlin at that time, 
Manuilsky was convinced 


that, to ose his words again, 
“war to the hilt between 
Communism and capitalism 
is inevitable.” By war they 
meant an orthodox military 
showdown and Manuilsky’s 
strategy was calculated to 
assure the best possible con­ 
ditions and timing for what 
they believed would be the 
final battle. 
“Today,” 
Manuilsky 
said, 
“we are not strong enough to 
a t t a c k (but) our time will 
com e... ” 
The blueprint was followed 
meticulously by the Kremlin, 
with periodical “peaceful coex­ 
istence” lures diverting atten­ 
tion from Soviet implacable 
hostility to the West (the first 
such stratagem was Lenin’s 
“new economic policy” in the 
early 1920s, until the advent of 
atomic weapons forced a major 
revision of Manuilsky’s strateg­ 
ic doctrine. 
The revision was announced 
in 1 9 5 6 when Khruschchev, 
launching his “de-Stalinization” 
campaign, declared that the at­ 
tainment of Communist world 
hegemony no longer depended 
on military showdown with the 
West. 
The essence of what could 
be called the Khrushchev 
doctrine was that while the 
changed 
conditions 
had 
made war with the “capital­ 


ists” too risky, they had 
also opened up a new road 
to C o m m u n i s t victory 
through transformation of 
the 
essentially 
defensive 
peaceful coexistence tactic 
into a major weapon of of­ 
fensive strategy. A final 
military showdown with the 
West was thus no longer in­ 
evitable or necessary, but 
success of the “peaceful co­ 
existence” offensive still re­ 
quired Soviet attainment of 
military superiority for psy­ 
chological 
and 
political 
blackmail. 
The new strategic concept of 
peaceful coexistence was de­ 
fined by Khrushchev as “a 
form of intense economic, polit­ 
ical and ideological struggle” 
designed to disrupt, disarm and 
smother all resistance to Com­ 
munist expansion. 
This is the exact opposite of 
the western understanding and 
interpretation of peaceful coex­ 
istence as a live-and-let-live ar­ 
rangement. 
Counting on the inability of 
the Western mind to grasp a 
total perversion of such clear- 
cut concepts as peace and coex­ 
istence, the Kremlin directed 
Communists all over the world 
to play on and exploit the mis­ 
conception of Soviet intentions 
to the endurance limit of gulli­ 
ble idealism and fear of war — 
this they have done since the 
late 1950s with remarkable suc­ 
cess 
through 
innumerable 
“peace” 
campaigns, 
all 
of 
which have s e r v e d the dual 
purpose of conditioning public 
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opinion in the tension-weary de­ 
mocracies to gradual accept­ 
ance of Soviet foreign policy 
objectives and eroding the def­ 
ence posture of the Wester pow­ 
ers. 
The cumulative effect of this 
entirely one-sided softening-up 
p r o c e s s , during which the 
Kremlin concentrated on mas­ 
sive military buildup, has now 
reached the point the Soviet 
rulers apparently judge ripe for 
testing Manuilsky’s prediction 
that “the stupid and decadent 
capitalistic countries,” having 
been put to sleep by the most 
spectacular “peace” offensive 
on record, “will rejoice to co­ 
operate in their own detrac­ 
tion.” 


The intellectual and moral 
confusion in the West, am­ 
ply illustrated by the eager­ 
ness 
of 
Prime 
Minister 
Pierre Trudeau to take the 
Kremlin’s “peaceful coexist­ 
ence” songs at face value, 
can hardly be greater. 
Injection of what Manuilsky 
called “electrifying overtures 
and unheard of concessions” 
into this atmosphere can cer- 
t a i n 1 y do no harm to Soviet 
victory-through-deceit policy. 
The K r e m l i n cannot at 
p r e s e n t cope with all these 
problems 
without 
assistance 
from the Western powers the 
Soviet “peaceful coexistence” 
strategy seeks to undermine 
and destroy,

The Sunday M irror splashed 
the dinner invitation across its 
front page: 
“ Olivia’s dinner 
date with Ted.” It quoted the 
actress as saying: “ I still can’t 
believe it’s true.... it’s the most 
charming, considerate invita­ 
tion I have ever received in my 
life.” 
The more staid Times. Daily 
Telegraph and Guardian picked 
up the story today. Along with 
photographs, each carried in­ 


terviews with Miss de Havil­ 
land detailing the history of her 
friendship with Heath.

o'clock,” argued Bailey.

have known about it at some 
time. 
That issue, he said, should be 
left up to the five-officer jury to 
decide.

Distinctions between fine art 
and craft art are meaningless 
in the work of Ragnhild Lan- 
glet, for although her tools in­ 
clude needle and thread, her 
“textile paintings” have no util­ 
itarian p u r p o s e . They are 
strictly creations to delight the 
eye of the beholder. 
Beholding them is a problem 
in her small Sausalito house­ 
boat crammed with her art and 
living necessities, because she 
works on a huge scale. Her big, 
bold designs with three dimen­ 
sional effects that have run as 
large as 120 feet by ten and a 
half feet and taken several 
years to complete are intended’ 
to be viewed from a distance. 
The Stockholm-born artist, 
who speaks with a strong Swed­ 
ish accent, had in process two 
pieces. One she calls “Duxbury 
Reef,” inspired by the myriad 
colors of plants and creatures 
of the tide pools of that well-, 
known spot near Bolinas. Hung 
from the ceiling under the sky­ 
light, its yards and yards of 
fabric fell in swirls around her 
feet. 
“ONE OF MY pieces was so 
large that I had to work in the 
middle of it on the floor and 
never could decide which was 
top and bottom,” she says. 
“ I t gets cold here on the 
houseboat, and sometimes after 
many hours of work when I get 
tired, I just curl up on the floor 
for a nap and pull the fabric 
over me like a quilt. 
Ragnhild is also a photogra­ 
pher —■ “it’s cheaper and more 
convenient to photograph your 
own things,” she says — and 
has made many colored slides 
of her work. 
As a foundation for her textile 
paintings Ragnhild says she 
uses theatrical gauze when she 
wants a transparent effect, but 
otherwise it is white linen. 
“I dye the material myself,” 
she explained, “with vat dyes 
oxidized with dilute sulphuric 
acid. I get fast durable colors. I 
can do almost any color, but 
yellow and reds are difficult. I 
tend to be black-blue-brown ori­ 
ented.- 
“Or, instead of dyeing the 
fabric first, I may work on the 
piece a while and dye it later.” 
Using miles of thread — one 
work took 1,500 yards— she 
then starts appliqueing pieces 
of linen in various colors ac- 
c o r d i n g t o a pattern in her 
head. She makes no prelimi­ 
nary studies or scale drawings. 
Nor is applique her only tech­ 
nique. She may brush on paint 
or resort to embroidery, batik 
or printing or even applying 
bits of mirror made from mica 
treated with a silver precipi­ 
tate. 
Mostly her designs are very 
bold and abstract — often geo­ 
metric. 
“I work abstractly,” she not­ 
ed, “because I think the idea 
comes through just as well or 
better than if it represents 
something.” 
ONCE FINISHED, the textile 
paintings may be draped loose­ 
ly as wall hangings or stretched 
on a frame like the canvas for a 
painting. Some are even assem­ 
bled in panels. Because of their 
size they are most suitable for 
public buildings and museums. 
In the Bay Area, Ragnhild 
has had her work used as decor 
at the J. Magnin department 
store in Walnut Creek, a piece 
at the new Bank of America 
building 
in San 
Francisco, 
which has not yet been placed, 
and another piece at the new 
Oakland Museum of Art. 
Her largest commission was 
a 120-foot-long panel at the 
Rochester Institute of Technolo­ 
gy in New York, which brought 
$20,000. 
In response to expressed 
amazement, the artist said rue­ 
fully, “When you consider the 
work put into it by the hour, I 
didn’t make a plumber’s wage. 
What I should do when I get a 
big commission like that is put 
the money in the bank and pay 
myself a monthly salary, but as 
soon as I get any money I buy 
materials.” 
Miss Langlet has exhibited in 
many places in this country 
and internationally, including a 
one-man show in Stockholm, 
and some of her work is owned 
by the Swedish National Gal­ 
lery there. 
BORN IN STOCKHOLM, she 
grew up in a large family with 
five brothers. 
“My father was a professor 
of genetics at the College of 


SPECKMANN 
Forestry,” she said, “and my 
mother was a biology teacher 
in high school. I used to help 
my. father pollinate pine trees 
in the summer. I think I would 
have been a good scientist, but 
I got interested in the artistic 
side of life. 


“I studied ceramics at the 
Konstfack Skolan school in 
Stockholm and became a cera- 
micist. After coming to New 
York I went to Chicago and 
taught ceramics at the Art In­ 
stitute of Chicago from 1956 to 
1958 and then t a u g h t at the 
University 
of 
California 
in 
Berkeley until 1968. Since then I 
have been on my own, working 
on commissions and my own- 
projects. 


“While I was at Cal,” she 
continued, “I became interest­ 
ed in textiles because I had to 
teach textile printing in such 
techniques as silk screening 
and batik. I didn’t know much 
about it when I started, but if 
you have a background of un­ 
derstanding materials, it’s not 
much of a transition from ce­ 
ramics to textiles. The design 
p r o c e s s is pretty much the 
same. 


“I had done embroidery as a 
little girl that was awful. I just 
picked it up myself — it’s tradi­ 
tional among women in Europe. 
I s t u d i e d peasant women’s 
work 
and 
was 
inquisitive 
enough to try to find out how it 
was done. 


THERE’S NOT much to learn 
if you can handle a needle and 
thread. You experiment until 
you find the technique you 
need. I work out everything as 
as I go a l o n g . You see I’m 
convinced lean do anything un­ 
til I find out I can’t.” 


• The artist said her first work 
as an embroidery piece four 
feet by e i g h t feet, and she 
worked on it several years. 
“I found my ideas came out a 
certain size, and the larger size 
gave me s c o p e to work in 
space.” 
Ragnhild Langlet uses em­ 
broidery only occasionally now 
as one of her many techniques 
in her textile paintings. She has 
completed only about 35 pieces 
because of their size and the 
time it takes to finish them. 
“I was a fairly traditional 
ceramicist,” she smiled,” but 
I’m not a traditional textile art­ 
ist.” 
She has lived many places in 
Merin since 1964 — for the past 
four years in her houseboat, 
where her companions are a 
friendly cat named Underfoot 
and a big yellow dog of Boxer, 
Dene and Shepherd ancestry 
named Mayo because he was 
born in May. 
Weaving, cooking, dancing, 
sailing and especially keeping 
her houseboat and 
sailboat 
shipshape are the artist’s hob­ 
bies. 
Miss Langlet’s unique work 
will be displayed in a one-man 
show she will have at the Em­ 
barcadero Plaza in San Fran­ 
cisco in October or November.

W’ASHINGTON — If recent news stories 
have left you with an empty feeling of not 
knowing enough about food purity problems, 
two recently published books may help. 
The more comprehensive and more useful 
is entitled, “Consumer Beware: Your Food 
and What’s Been Done to It.” It is by Bea­ 
trice Trum Hunter, author of “The Natural 
Foods Cookbook’’ and “Gardening Without 
Poisons.” It is published by Simon and Schus­ 
ter, New York. 
The book, the product of f i v e ---------------- 
years of research, provides a 
detailed, documented summery 
of 
food 
processing 
methods 
from the point of view of one 
who feels that natural, unpro­ 
cessed foods are generally best 
for nutrition and health. 
In the first half of the book, 
Mrs. Hunter tells the distasteful 
story of insufficient government 
inspection and regulation of the 
food industry, compounded by a 
lack of concern and lack of 
resources for doing the job. 
A major part of the story is 
the control exercised by the in­ 
dustry not only ocer govem- 


ment officials at all levels, but 
also over numerous academi­ 
cians, associations and even 
some 
columnists. 
And 
she 
names names and gives specif­ 
ics. 
Out of t h i s mass of data 
emerges some valuable advice 
to shoppers who are concerned 
about the safety of food as well 
as its cost. For example, she 
suggests: 
— Don’t leave food in a can 
for long periods after a portion 
has been consumed, despite 
what the National Canners As­ 
sociation says. She says con-

tamination “may rise by leaps 
and bounds.” 
— Don’t let dry milk stand 
around long after coming in 
contact with any moisture be­ 
cause bacteria multiplies rapid­ 
ly under such conditions. 
— Don’t think that others will 
solve the problems. “You, the 
individual, will need to raise 
your voice to improve your own 
welfare,” she says. 
SHE MAKES some strong 
points about the loss of nutri­ 
tion in the processing of food, 
especially sugar and bread. 
In a tablespoon of unpro­ 
cessed 
molasses, 
she 
says, 
there are 252 calories, 65 per 
cent carbohydrates, 165 milli­ 
grams of calcium, 45 milli­ 
grams of iron, 80 milligrams 
of iron, 80 milligrams of so­ 
dium, 1,500 milligrams of potas­ 
sium and traces of thiamin, 
riboflavin and niacin. 
After processing into refined 
granulated white sugar, she 
says, all that is left is half a 
milligram of potassium, a third 
of milligram of sodium, with 
9 9 .5 per cent now carbohy­ 
drates and calories now totaling 
385. 
She says brown sugar is no 
better' than white because the 
b r o w n color comes from the 
bone-charcoal treatment rather 
than residue of molasses. 
Mrs. Hunter dismisses lightly 
the added convenience and stor­ 
age life of processed foods and 
the increased sanitation from 
cooking during canning. She 
concentrates on the information 
that advertisements don’t often 
discuss. 
The other book, “Unfit for 
Human Consumption,” by Ruth 
Mulvey Harmer (Prentice Hall, 
$6.95) focuses on the role of 
pesticides in food. 
Both books provide valuable 
background 
information 
for 
anyone who wants to “do some- 
t h i n g ’ ’ before impure food 
becomes a mushroom cloud.

Concert By 


Simon Estes

Bass baritone Simon Estes •— 
with his arms spread as if to 
e m b r a c e heaven itself — 
opened yesterday afternoon’s 
Marin Music Chest summer 
concert at Forest Meadows 
with the eloquent prayer by 
King Henry from Wagner’s 
' ‘Lohengrin.” 
It was immediately evident 
that we were in the presence of 
an extraordinary vocalist. With 
complete control of five lan­ 
guages, Estes proceeded to sing 
a widely varied program of art 
songs, opera arias and spiritu­ 
als. 
Mozart's concert aria ‘‘Per 
Questa Balia Mano” provided 
the perfect link from the Wag­ 
ner to the major work of the 
afternoon, “Vier Ernsts Ges-* 
ange” by Brahms. 
Estes’s 
interpretation 
re­ 
vealed musical sensitivity of 
the highest order. His sustained 
tone colors and rhythmical ar­ 
ticulation of the text, combined 
with the sensitive accompani­ 
ment of pianist Lowell Farr re­ 
sulted 
in 
a 
breathtaking 
performance. 
It was unfortunate that the 
audience found it necessary to 
applaud after each of the songs 
— thus breaking the continuity 
Estes and Farr were so beauti­ 
fully establishing. 
The first half of the program 
concluded with an overpower­ 
ing aria from Rachmaninoff’s 
opera “Aleko.” Estes’s control 
of the Russian text, his display 
of vocal power and his simple 
but tremendously effective dra­ 
matic gestures were reminis­ 
cent a fine interpretation of 
Boris Godunov. 
Following intermission Estes 
opened with the serenade of 
Mephistopheles from Gounod's 
“Faust” in a highly individual 
interpretation. He could easily 
become one of the foremost in­ 
terpreters of this role. 
He concluded with a group of 
Negro spirituals and the mar­ 
velous “got plenty of nuttin” 
from Gershwin’s “Porgy and 
Bess,” suggesting he could also 
be Porgy.

'Butterfly' Holds 
Festival Audience

Puccini’s lush vocal melodies 
sung by a fine cast for the most 
part were the big attraction 
yesterday afternoon in the In­ 
verness Music Festival’s major 
presentation, “Madama Butter­ 
fly,” in the amphitheater ad­ 
joining St. Columba’s church. 
The setting and the set too rat­ 
ed kudos. 
Necessarily limited to piano, 
rather than orchestral, accom­ 
paniment by festival director 
Fae McNally’s conducting from 
the instrument, the production 
made voices all the more im­ 
portant. His own evident total 
emotional involvement provid­ 
ed dynamic leadership. 
Japanese-boarn soprano Su- 
miyo Ender was outstanding in 
the title role and was by far the 
best singer with a clear, power­ 
ful and beautifully contolled 
voice enhanced by considerable 
dramatic 
skill. 
While 
Karl 
Heinz Woss as her faithless lov­ 
er Lt. Pinkerton and a pleas­ 
ing tenor voice — not always 
true in intonation, however, in 
the long love duet at the end of 
Act 1 — he was outclassed by 
Miss Ender. 
Usually heard as a superla­ 
tive 
comedienne, 
Roberta 
Wain’s rich, warm mezzo so­ 
prano suited the tragic mood 
but was so full b o d i e d that, 
together with her aggressive 
acting, it made Suzuki, the 
maid, almost too strong a char­ 
acter. 
James Gettys had a very fine 
baritone and made a sympa­ 
thetic U.S. Consul at Nagasaki, 
and tenor Carl Meggers in a 
Vivid characterization made the 
most of Goro, the marriage bro­ 
ker. 
The noted baritone Walter 
Hinton, cast in the minor role of 
the imperial commissioner, had 
an imposing presence but was 
probably heard to better advan­ 
tage in the classical ragtime 
program Friday night. Others 
performing well in minor roles 
were soprano Sharon Meggers 
as Kate Pinkerton and baritone 
William Huang as Prince Ya- 
madori. Alicia Patterson was 
appealing as Cho-Cho-San’s lit­ 
tle son. 
For major characters Sam 
Shaffer’s stage direction was 
appropriate and lively but stat­ 
ic for some minor ones. 
Fortunately the opera lends 
i t s e l f to one set, and Nancy 
Blunk’s design was an excellent 
representation of Cho-Cho-San’s 
summer heme and garden. The 
real flowers and plants in the 
garden and the live butterflies, 
humming and other birds that 
actually visited the set during 
the performance made an in­ 
credibly realistic impression.

Booklet Being Issued On Freeze 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -T h e 
Office of Emergency Prepared­ 
ness has started to distribute a 
new booklet to answer ques­ 
tions about the wage-price-rent 
freeze. Here are some of the 
items included: 
Q. What is covered by the 
freeze? 
A. Prices, rents, wages, and 
salaries —the four items listed 
in the Economic Stabilization 
Act of 1970, under which the 
President had the authority to 
impose the freeze. 
PRICES 
Q. How will the price freeze 
work? 
A. In most cases, individuals, 
businesses, firms, or sellers of 
any type cannot charge more 
for their products or services 
than they did during the 30-day 
base period of July 15 to Aug. 
14. 
Q. Does the freeze cover both 
retail and wholesale prices? 
A. Yes. 
Q. Does the freeze cover 
professional fees, such as those 
charged by doctors, lawyers? 
A. Yes. 
Q. How about utility rates 
and transportation fares? 
A. They, too, are covered by 
the freeze. 
Q. 
Does the 
price 
freeze 
mean an end to special sales or 
other reductions in prices? 
A. Definitely not. The freeze 
simply sets a ceiling. Normal 
clearance sales and price 
reductions can take place. 
Q. 
What are some of the 
other items 
which are frozen?

For practical purposes it is safe 
for consumers to assume that 
all prices are frozen.

Q. What are some of the 
exceptions? 
A. Raw agricultural products. 
These include those products 
that retain the same physical 
form that they possessed when 
they left the farm gate. All 
other agricultural and food 
products would be considered 
processed and subject to the 
freeze. This would include all

frozen, 
slaughtered, 
milled, . or 
processed in some other way 
that changes the physical form; 
packaging would not be consi­ 
dered a processing activity.

A. The ceiling on the price 
any firm can charge is the

substantial volume of actual 
transactions was made during 
the base period of July 15 to 
Aug. 14. If the discount price 


was the highest price during 
that period, then that is the 
highest 
price 
that 
can 
be 
charged. 
Q. What if prices were raised 
during the 30-day base period? 
A. In that case, the base 
period in determ ining the 
highest price 
that 
can 
be 
charged will not be the full 30 
days. The base period will start 
the day the price went into 
effect. 
For 
example, 
if

restaurant 
raised 
its 
menu 
prices on Aug. 6, the base 
period would be Aug. 6 to 14, or 
eight days. 
Q. How will prices on new 
products be set? 
A. The ceiling will be the 
price for comparable products. 
Q. How can you determine 
what you should charge for

furniture? 
A. Find out what comparable 
items were selling for during 
the base period of July 15 to 
Aug. 14. It would be a good idea 
to keep t h e s e facts for the 
record.

But only on a penny- 
for-penny basis. 
Q. Will car buyers still have 
to pay the excise tax on auto­ 
mobiles?

If volunta­ 
ry enforcement does not do the 
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job, the freeze order authorizes 
fines and other measures. 


Q. What will happen at the 
end of 90 days? 
A. The Cost of Living Council 
has been established to study 
what steps will be taken at the 
end of the freeze. 
Q. How can additional infor­ 
mation about the freeze be 
obtained? 
A. Additional guidelines and 
information will be released by 
the Cost of Living Council on a 
frequent basis. 
Q. How about specific ques­ 
tions and complaints? 
A. Direct local information is 
now available in 360 cities. The 
Office of Emergency Prepared­ 
ness (OEP), which has been 
delegated the authority to 
administer the Executive order, 
arranged to use 
taxpayer 
assistance experts at existing 
Internal Revenue Service offi­ 
ces to help with the program. 
These specialists at the local 
level will be able to answer 
questions and receive, analyze, 
and investigate reports of 
violations. 
Telephone numbers for these 
offices have been made availa­ 
ble locally.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI)— 
The San Francisco 49ers have 
never been noted for an 
overpowering running game, 
but now even coach Dick Nolan 
is impressed.

shifting,” 
Nolan said Sunday after the

Cal Defies NCAA Verdict; 
Grid Star Curtis To Play 


SAN 
FRANCISCO 
(UPI)— 
The National Collegiate Athletic 
Association Council has slapped 
a heavy hand on two Pacific-8 
Conference schools — Califor­ 
nia and UCLA — but California 
has decided not to play by the 
NCAA rules and the UCLA rul­ 
ing may wind up in the courts. 
The 18-member NCAA Coun­ 
cil, ending a four-day meeting 
here Saturday, placed Califor­ 
nia on indefinite probation for 
four eligibility code violations, 
the most prominent case involv­ 
ing football-track star Isaac 
Curtis. 
The ruling prohibited Califor­ 
nia from competing in any 
post-season 
tournaments 
or 
championships and from ac­ 
cepting any new television com­ 
mitments. 
In the UCLA case, the council 
denied an eligibility appeal for 
sophomore football-track star 
James McAlister, which means 
he is lost for the 1971-72 football 
and track season. 
The written decision in the 
California case said the indefi­ 
nite probation would be cut to 
one year when the school put its 
athletic program “ in accord­ 
ance” with NCAA rules. 
Council executive assistant 
Warren Brown said afterwards, 
however, the probation would 
be reduced if California de­ 
clared Curtis and the other ath­ 
letes i n v o 1 v e d in the cast 
ineligible. 
Only Curtis and one other un­ 
named a t h l e t e remain in 
school, 
and 
California 
an- 
ndunced Sunday it would not 
declare them ineligible, choos­ 
ing to remain on the indefinite 
probation status. 
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UC chancellor Albert Bowker 
said the university believes its 
programs meet NCAA require­ 
ments. 


“ It will continue to adminis­ 
ter the program in this manner 
and all athletes who have been 
declared eligible for intercolle­ 
giate competition will be per­ 
mitted to compete,” Bowker 
said. 


McAlister, regarded as a top 
football prospect for the Bruins, 
was declared ineligible for fail­ 
ure to take an admissions test 
before the NCAA deadline. 
UCLA athletic director J.D. 
Morgan, saying he was “ ex­ 
tremely disappointed” with the 
ruling, predicted that a civil

Jackson should know because 
he got the right bounce Sunday 
on a drive to center in the ninth 
inning of a long double-header 
with the Boston Red Sox, and 
what should have been a double 
wound up as a game winning 
inside-the-park homer. 
With the score tied, 1-1, and 
neither Sonny Siebert nor Diego 
Segui showing any signs of 
weakening, Jackson lined a 3-2 
pitch with two out over Billy 
Conigliaro’s head in center. 
As Jackson chugged into sec­ 
ond Conigliaro caught up with 
the ball but as he got set to 
throw his feet gave out under 
him and the ball squirted only 
about 20 yards to left fielder 
Carl Yastrzemski. 
“ When I saw t h a t , ” said 
Jackson, “ I turned on my after­ 


burner because I figured I had 
a great chance to make it all 
the way around.” 
While Jackson started his 
dash for home Yastrzemski 
threw the ball toward the in­ 
field and first baseman Mike 
Fiore caught up with it near 
second. He made a hurried 
throw home but it wasn't even 
close as Jackson slid across 
easily for a dramatic 2-1 victo­ 
ry- 
“ If we were in second place 
that hit would probably have 
been a double instead of a hom­ 
er,’’ said Jackson. “ That’s how 
it goes, though, when you are 
winning and going good.” 
The hit gave the A’s a sweep 
of the twin-bill and widened 
their lead in the American 
League West to 15 1-2 games 
with only 36 left to play. Dave 
Duncan helped win the opener, 
9-3, by driving in four runs with 
a single, homer and double. 
Segui gave up only three hits 
in the nightcap as he gained his 
ninth victory compared to five 


losses. Diego walked six and 
s t r u c k out six but said he 
thought it was one of the best 
games he’s pitched this year.

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a cakewalk thereafter with the 
faltering five contenders unable 
to shake Palacio’s early lead. 


Freitas, 25, parred the last 
two to. b e c o m e one of the 
bridesmaids, but his difficulties 
with the greens ruined him. 


A sore wrist hampered the 24- 
year-old Brown’s bid to become 
the first successful defending 
champion.

MIAMI (UPI)—Cuba knocked 
the U.S. men’s volleyball team 
out of the 1972 Olympics with a 
convincing 3-1 victory Sunday 
night in the final of the zone 
elimination tournament in Ha­ 
vana. 
“ A great triumph for Cuba— 
another great victory for Cuba 
over the North Americans,” 
shouted 
the 
announcer 
on 
Cuba’s Radio Rebelde when the 
home team sewed’up the con­ 
test. The broadcast was moni­ 
tored in Miami. 
A capacity crowd in the 50,- 
000-seat Sports City Coliseum in 
Havana 
cheered the Cuban 
team loudly during the victory 
ceremonies, but also granted 
applause to the Americans, who * 
found themselves in second 
place to .Cuba for the second 
time in two weeks. 


Cuba defeated the same U.S. 
team in the final of the Pan 
American games in Cali, Col­ 
ombia, Aug. 12 for the hemi­ 
sphere title. 
Premier Fidel Castro had 
told the Cuban sports fans to 
treat the visiting Yanks as 
“ representatives of the Ameri­ 
can people, not the imperialist 
U.S. government,” and exhort­ 
ed them to “ try for the Gold 
Medal in hospitality.” 
The Americans won the first 
set of the final 15-8. It was the 
only set the Cubans dropped in 
the five-team round-robin tour­ 
nament for the North America- 
Central 
America- Caribbean 
Zone. The Cubans rallied to 
sweep the last three sets 15-10, 
15-6, 16-8 and finish with a per­ 
fect 4-0 record and the only trip 
to the Olympics alloted to the 
zone. 
The U.S. team took second 
place with a 3-1 record, fol­ 
lowed by M e x i c o with a 2-2 
record. Puerto Rico was 1-3 and 
Netherlands Antilles 0-4.

Team McLaren had both cars 
forced out of a race forthe first 
time this year when the same 
trouble that was to plague Rev­ 
son chased Denis Hulme on the 
first lap. 
In other events Sunday, Mer­ 
cury driver Bobby Allison out­ 
lasted Richard Petty and Pete 
Hamilton in a wheel-towheel 
duel to win the Talladega 500 
stock car race at the Alabama 
track.

Q. Is there a legal limit on 
the amount of paper money 
the Federal Reserve Board 
can issue? What are Eurodol­ 
lars? Are these issued by Eu­ 
ropean central banks and how 
much can be issued? — E.R. 
A. In March, 1968, Congress 
repealed the 25 per cent gold 
reserve requirement which lim­ 
ited currency in circulation to 
four times the amount of gold 
held in the Treasury. Thus, 
there is no longer any official 
limit on the amount of currency 
in circulation. In actual prac­ 
tice, though, the Federal Re­ 
serve Board does regulate our 
money supply, which is curren­ 
cy in circulation plus demand 
deposits or checking accounts. 
The relationship of currency to 
total money s u p p l y has re­ 
mained relatively constant at 
about a 1 to 4.5 ratio. However, 
in the last 18 months both com­ 
ponents have increased 10.8 per 
cent. 
In order to regulate money 
supply and thereby spur or flat­ 
ten the economy, the “ Fed” 
buys and sells U.S. securities 
on the open market. Sale of 
securities 
reduces 
member 
bank reserves and tightens 
c r e d i t which helps put the 
brakes on inflation. A second 
means of regulation is in the 
rate of interest the Fed will 
give member banks on loans

called discount rate. The final 
control is the reserve require­ 
ment. While 
maximum and 
minimum levels are set by Con­ 
gress, the Fed can raise and 
lower requirements within that 
.range. The requirement was 
last raised in April, 1969, by % 
per cent — a deflationary 
move. Because about 85 per 
cent of a bank deposit can be 
loaned, redeposited, reloaned 
etc., money is “ multiplied.” 


Eurodollars originally repre­ 
sented ' foreign-owned deposits 
in overseas branches of U.S. 
banks. As these dollars came 
into circulation through bank 
lending 
activities, 
they 
as­ 
sumed an international curren­ 
cy status. At present, some $55 
billion (estimated) are in circu­ 
lation; however, because of the 
multiplier effect not all of these 
represent U.S. bank liabilities. 
Since 1964 the volume of Euro­ 
dollars has increased about six­ 
fold, reflecting higher interest 
rates, the deficit balance of 
payments and the upsurge in 
U.S. investments abroad.

G M Denies Advance Tip 


On Nixon's Price Freeze 


DETROIT (UPI) -G eneral 
Motors Chairman James M. 
Roche said today that contrary 
to Ralph Nader’s charges, GM 
had no advance knowledge of 
President Nixon’s wage-price- 
rent freeze when it put 1972 
models on 
sale early at 
increased prices. 


“This decision (Nixon’s econ­ 
omic policies) was 10 days 
after we had raised our prices, 
so it obviously had nothing to 
do” with the price increases, he 
said. 


Nader, the consumer advo­ 
cate, testified before a congres­ 
sional committee last week: 
“Judging by its exceptional 
communique to dealers to start 
selling 1972 model cars with 
their 
new 
price 
increase 
immediately on receipt last 
week, General Motors knew 
what was coming by way of the 
price freeze and tried unsuc­ 
cessfully to slide under the 
deadline.” 


GM later rolled back to its 
old prices. 
Roche said the first hint he 
had 
of 
Nixon’s 
economic 
policies, including the 90-day 
wage-price freeze, came in a 
phone call from Treasury 
Secretary John B. Connally on 
the afternoon of Nixon’s Sunday 
night announcement. He said 
Connally asked questions about 
the auto industry’s pricing and 
profit picture and what effect 
controls might have. 
“Prior to the freeze, we had 


absolutely no discussions with 
the government,” he said. 
Roche was interviewed on the 
NBC-TV Today Show. 
Roche said Nixon’s policies— 
particularly the increase in the 
investment tax credit and the 
10 per cent added import tax— 
would be helpful to the auto 
industry, but the wage-price 
freeze would result in “some 
rather substantial costs” that 
can’t be recovered.

L O N D O N - For the first 
time since sweeping to power 
so unexpectedly 12 months ago, 
Britain’s Prime Minister Ted 
Heath has run into big trouble. 
Not only is he under fierce 
attack from the opposition La­ 
bor Party, but there is dismay 
and a grumbling of revolt even 
among the n o r m a l l y loyal 
ranks of the true-blue Tories. 
On every side, there is a com­ 
plaint that Ted Heath and his 
ministers are treating the rest 
of the country with that old 
Tory failing — arrogance. 
Crystallizing the under-swell 
of unhappiness with their lead­ 
er, a “senior conservative” has 
just written an unsigned article 
in a right-wing journal warning 
that the only way to protect the 
Tory party’s future might be to 
dump Mr. Heath. 
‘‘The Conservative Party 
would miss Mr. Heath's ex­ 
ceptional talents, but it can 
well survive without him,” 
the 
senior 
conservative 
wrote. 
The most widespread com­ 
plaint in the public’s eye is that 
prices have been soaring an all 
sides — and they continue to go 
up at record-breaking speed. 
What is held against Ted Heath 
by the majority of electors is 
that he promised to “reduce 
prices at a stroke” when trying 
to persuade the public to vote 
for him. 
Now, Heath’s minister of ag­ 
riculture, 
Jam es 
Prior, 
has 
waved aside the prem ier’s elec­ 
tion promise by saying house- 
w i v e s “did not take this 
seriously at the time. They are 
far more sensible than that.” 
The astounding statement is 
but one of several such bricks 
that have lately been dropped 
by the pi;ime m inister's col­ 
leagues. 
Meanwhile, the close-up reali­ 
ty of the effectiveness of these 
bombshells can be spotted in a 
recent by-election that the To­ 
ries lost because of the cost-of- 
living uproar. Previously, the 
Tories had won the area on the 
strength of Heath's price-redue- 
tion promise.

Malnutrition: Medical 
Make Food Purchases Wisely 


H unger in the U nited States receives 
little publicity because it is m arginal 
and not evident. M ost A m ericans think 
of m alnutrition in term s of m ass sta rv a ­ 
tion from fam ine and w ars. In addition, 
the g e n e r a l health of our poorly fed 
citizens is b etter than th at of people in 
hunger areas abroad. O ur people are not 
exposed as often to a hostile, disease- 
riddled environm ent th at aggravates the 
signs of starvation. 
HUNGER IS a social problem but malnutri­ 
tion is of medical import. Poor 
people must spend what little 
food m o n e y they have more 
wisely. It is here that nutrition­ 
al education rather than com­ 
mercial advertising enters the 
picture. We read of the growing 
tendency to sell more unforti­ 
fied foods in the poorer neigh­ 
borhoods 
because 
they 
are 
c h e a p e r . There is no law 
against selling milk that con­ 
tains little or no vitamin D and 
from which the vitamin A and 
cream have been removed. The 
s a m e can be said of nonen­ 
riched breads and salt that is 
not iodized. Food fortification is 
important especially when it is 
necessary to stretch the dollar 
as far as it will go. 


But a barrel of vitamins will 
not prevent starvation in the 
absence of food. Furthermore, 
a poorly balanced diet, espe­ 
cially when it is high in carboh­ 
ydrates (sugar and starches) 
may stave off hunger pangs but 
usually results in a protein-ca- 
lorie malnutrition. Marasmus is 
an example of this condition. In 
this 
childhood 
disorder, 
the 
tyke is emaciated, the face 
shrunken and wizened, and the 
abdomen distended or thin. The 
legs may be swollen. 


MALNUTRITION rarely oc­ 
curs alone. It is usually accom­ 
panied 
and 
aggravated 
by 
parasites 
and infectious dis­ 
ease. This explains the saying, 
‘‘fragile health of the malnour­ 
ished child.” 
Furthermore, poverty is asso­ 
ciated with inadequate medical 
and dental care, low levels of 
education about proper diets 
and poor sanitation. We would 
like to believe that without pov­ 
erty undernutrition would de- 


c r e a s e , 
but 
chances are 
overnutrition would increase.
